Governor Bill Weld’s refusal to 
sign the medical marijuana “ne- 
cessity defense” bill — even after 
his staff participated in drafting 
the legislation —- marks a major 
policy reversal for the governor. 
Coming as Weld dreams of a 
campaign for US Senate, his sud- 
den shift smacks of political 
gamesmanship at the expense of 
public health. 

In 1991, shortly after he took of- 
fice, Weld commuted the sentence 
of Joe Hutchins, who had been im- 
prisoned for possessing the mari- 
juana he needs as medicine for a 
painful disease called scleroderma. 
The bill placed on Weld’s desk, 
known as the Joe Hutchins Act, 
would have allowed other state resi- 
dents who suffer from glaucoma, 
from spastic muscle conditions 
such as multiple sclerosis, or from 
the nausea caused by cancer or 
AIDS treatments to argue in court 
that their possession of this plant 
was medically necessary. 

Interviewed the day that the bill 
reached his desk after approval by 
voice votes in both the House and 
the Senate, Weld told the 
Phoenix, “I’m sympathetic to it,” 
but made no commitment to sign 
the Hutchins Act into law. Now

that the governor has betrayed 
medical-marijuana patients, it’s 
back to the drawing board for ac- 
tivists, who plan to return in Jan- 
uary with a new push for the bill. 

Meanwhile, in Washington, 
Congressman Barney Frank (D- 
Newton) filed legislation last 
week to allow medical-marijuana 
patients to receive their medicine 
legally. Frank found a similar bill 
that was co-sponsored by House 
Speaker Newt Gingrich in 1982, 
and repackaged it for this year’s 
Congress. 

Weld’s refusal to sign the 
Hutchins Act was timed to coin- 
cide with a speech the governor 
made to the Massachusetts Police 
Association last Friday, opposing 
the reform of the state’s mandato- 
ry-sentencing laws for nonviolent 
drug offenders. It seems that Weld 
believes there is a political gain for 
him as a born-again drug warrior. 
But given that the governor’s own 
political career was almost snuffed 
out in the early 1980s over accu- 
sations that, as a federal prosecu- 
tor, he smoked grass, this latest 
maneuver reveals Big Red to be 
high on — if nothing else — 
hypocrisy.

Cyberspace group warns of new threats 


Last year cyberlibertarians beat 
back an attempt by the White 
House to restrict the use of privacy- 
ensuring unbreakable code, known 
as “strong encryption,” for commu- 
nicating by telephone or computer. 

Last summer House Speaker 
Newt Gingrich put a stop to the so- 
called Exon bill, an effort by his fel- 
low conservatives from both politi- 
cal parties to keep sex off the Inter- 
net and commercial on-line services. 

But while the freedom fighters 
were celebrating, the forces of re- 
pression were waiting for another 
opportunity. According to 
BillWatch, the electronic newsletter 
of the advocacy group Voters 
Telecommunications Watch 
(VTW), the would-be censors and 
snoopers are quietly moving ahead 
on three fronts. 

* Buried within the telecommuni- 
cations-reform bill currently being 


debated by a House-Senate confer- 
ence committee is a Christian 
Coalition-backed provision that 
would require on-line services to 
censor themselves and their users 
for “indecency.” 

* The National Institute of Stan- 
dards and Technology has revived 
the so-called Clipper chip, a 
strong-encryption system that in- 
cludes a “trap door” allowing gov- 
ernment agents to intercept mes- 
sages. Institute officials plan to 
meet with industry representatives 
on December 5. 

* The FBI has submitted a pro- 
posal that has raised fears that the 
agency plans a considerable increase 
in its wiretapping activities.

We hear Rubik loves it 


Two years ago, in a ski lodge high on King 
Ridge Mountain, in New Hampshire, Nancy 
Miriam Hawley and her husband held a “Buddha 
Bar Mitzvah” for their 13-year-old son, Noah. 
Combining her Jewish background and her hus- 
band’s Buddhist beliefs, the ceremony was a cele- 
bration of both faiths.

“I feel quite passionate about helping people 
create celebrations and rituals for events that are 
important to them,” says Hawley. “Rituals that 
have meaning and that make a person feel good.” 

Rituals, she explains, can be traditional — like 
those surrounding holidays, marriages, deaths — 
or they can be more-spontaneous celebrations of 
passages in life, such as a 50th birthday or a 
child’s first day of school. Rituals can also mark 
sorrowful moments in life, such as a miscarriage 
or a divorce. They can be private, or celebrated 
with friends and family. The point, says Hawley, 
is to incorporate them into daily living. 

Hawley, a licensed social worker, became inter- 
ested in rituals after listening to clients who at- 
tend group-therapy sessions at her practice at 
Cogswell Associates. She discovered that many 
traditional family rituals, such as holidays and 
marriages, were disrupted by problems that peo-

ple were experiencing in their lives. 

“Studies have shown that families will be 
healthier if they can maintain their daily rituals 
even if there is a serious problem, such as alco- 
holism, affecting day-to-day life,” she says. 

Hawley’s groups meet in her peaceful, soft-col- 
ored office in her Cambridge home, which is filled 
with objects that reflect her travels and interests. 
There are Buddha figures, Southwestern wall 
hangings, and Native American artifacts. Around 
her neck she wears a striking. pendant of a Jewish 
star with a Buddhist lotus symbol in the center. 
Designed by her and her husband, it symbolizes 
the two faiths that are significant in her life. 

Hawley is now considering writing a book on 
rituals, and is collecting people’s stories about rit- 
uals that combine different traditions. 

She’s also busy preparing for the 25th anniver- 
sary of the Boston Women’s Health Book Collec- 
tive on March 8, 1996, at the Boston Park Plaza. 
Last summer, she attended the UN women’s con- 
ference in Beijing to help translate and adapt The 
New Our Bodies, Ourselves for publication in vari- 
ous countries. 

“The central passion for me is to help other 
people, to help women find their own voice, their 
own powers,” Hawley says. “To help people live a 
full and joyous life.”

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On dodging the Ducks 


The Boston Duck Tours are 
due to “hibernate” November 30 
— and thank God. Months after 
an incident with one of the part- 
time land vehicle, part-time 
boat, full-time Ducks this sum- 
mer, I finally feel safe walking 
the streets of Boston again. 

I was on my way to the Ritz- 
Carlton last summer to use the 
bathroom when one of the Duck 
Tours vehicles came barreling 
down Arlington Street and 
turned onto Newbury. When the 
Duck turned the corner, the 
tour guide said, “Okay, let’s 
hear all of you give a nice, big 
quack to the doorman at the 
Ritz.” As I stood between the 
Duck and the doorman, 30-odd 
tourists let out one huge quack 
and several small quacks. | 
ducked for cover. 

The worst part is, the Boston 
Ducks are gaining stature. Be- 
fore becoming tourist Ducks, 
these amphibious vehicles were 
used during World War II. On 
Veterans Day, the Boston Duck 
Tours gave 32 World War II 
veterans a tour of the Freedom 
Trail on one of the ducks. In a 
press release distributed prior to 
the holiday, the company 
claimed, “The tour will vividly 
remind [the veterans] of their 
arrival on the war-torn shore of 
Normandy 51 years ago, trans- 
ported by camouflaged ducks.” 

I’ve been to war museums and

visited memorials — and never 
did it occur to me that veterans 
would have been able to relive 
their experiences in a war that 
claimed millions of lives by lean- 
ing out the side of a Duck and 
quacking.

Did our 
forefathers make a Freedom 
Trail possible so we could go 
around quacking at each other?

A troubled dating service 
battles its enemies — and itself

he Massachusetts head- 

quarters of the nation’s 

largest dating service, re- 

sponding to a spate of com- 

plaints about unethical 

practices, has begun a reorganization to 
restore the company’s reputation. 

Framingham-based Together Develop- 


| ment Corporation (TDC) — which owns 


70 franchises of the Together Dating Ser- 


| vice nationwide, although none in Massa- 
| chusetts — has been embroiled in legal 


| buying b 


troubles with both franchisees and cus- 
tomers. And although a number of the 
complaints look like nuisance lawsuits, 


| they seem to have pushed the company’s 
| buttons: TDC has recently embarked on a 


program of revamping its policies and 
k franchises. 


The cutrent problems began several 


| years ago, when the central office made 
| moves to rein in its most troubled fran- 
| chises, shutting them down or transferring 


ownership. 

In 1992, the former owners of franchis- 
es in Seattle and San Jose hired Washing- 
ton, DC, attorney Will Knedlick and sued 


They lost, but Knedlick didn’t stop 
there. Charging that the company was de- 
frauding its clients, he filed 16 additional 
lawsuits on behalf of a number of disgrun- 
tled franchisees and unhappy customers, 
losing those cases as well. Knedlick says 
he currently has another 10 cases pending. 

“It is my belief that 
TDC has taken a quar- 
ter of a billion dollars 
away from people by 
making fraudulent 
claims about their ser- 
vice,” says Knedlick. 

Knedlick has accused 
TDC of false advertis- 
ing and breaches of 
confidentiality. For in- 
stance, the attorney 
says, franchises have 
sold lists of the names 
of bald clients to hair- 
replacement companies. 

“There is no sub- 
stance to Knedlick’s ac- 
cusations,” says TDC 
owner Jeff Pappas. He 
categorically denies 
each charge. Pappas, 
who runs the company 
with his brother Brian, 
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says that Knedlick’s actions are nothing 
short of harassment. 

Indeed, in the past two years Knedlick 
has sent more than 400 letters threatening 
to sue. “He has made personal threats to 
me and my family and my brother,” says 
Pappas. “This man doesn’t care about 
TDC; he has a personal vendetta against 
us.” 

Judges have agreed with Pappas, ruling 
that Knedlick has overstepped his bounds 
and prohibiting him from filing any more 
suits against TDC. Knedlick persists de- 
spite these orders. 

Pappas admits, however, that the law- 
suits have caused the company to re-ex- 
amine many of its policies and procedures, 
and to take steps to improve them. 

For example, the corporation’s former 
training manual had a section titled “Who 
to Push Away,” in which one directive 
reads, “When you are talking with some- 
one who has 3 strikes against them — i.e., 
unemployed, 55 year old, black lady — tell 
her our fees start at $650 and up.” 

It continues: “You are essentially push- 
ing her away. Be sure to quote fees only 
when trying to push someone away.” 

TDC has produced a new manual from 
which such discriminatory language has 
been removed. Even so, some problems 
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persist. For instance, despite Pappas’s de- 
nial that breaches of confidentiality occur, 
the Phoenix easily obtained copies of con- 
fidential evaluation forms and clients’ psy- 
chological-test results. One form even re- 
ferred to a client as a “weirdo” and “a little 
nuts.” 

“I don’t know how you got those,” Pap- 
pas says. “I assure you we will look into 
this.” 

TDC has also been accused of taking 
advantage of two brain-damaged clients, 
one in Connecticut and one in Massa- 
chusetts. In separate instances, the two 
have alleged that the dating service took 
their money knowing full well there 
would be no match for them. The man in 
Massachusetts sued the company and 
won; the other client’s complaint has yet 
to be addressed. 

The corporation’s attorney, Quinten 
Whitrock, says, “The question here is not 
whether or not we are moral. The question 
is whether or not We run our organization 
legally, which we do.” 

Liz Weir, a TDC vice-president, says a 
number of its problems originated with 
franchises that signed up with TDC before 
the company rewrote its franchising poli- 
cies a few years ago. “We would like to re- 
move these owners, but the old termina- 

tion proceedings are too much 
in favor of the franchisee,” says 
Weir. 

' Not all Together Dating Ser- 
vices outlets are licensed by 
TDC. In Massachusetts, for ex- 
ample, the offices are owned by 
Paul Falzone, who bought the 
rights to the name in 1990. He’s 
upset that the actions of fran- 
chisees could tarnish his reputa- 
tion. “I am constantly getting 
calls on this problem, and I am 
not involved,” says Falzone. “I 
run a clean and predominantly 
satisfying service here.” His 
company is in good standing 
with the Better Business Bureau, 
and the Massachusetts Attorney 
General’s Office reports that

Boston’s black newspaper 
scraps its way to success 


by Dan Kennedy 


elvin Miller, the 

founder, publisher, 

and editor of the Bay 

State Banner, is a 

formidable figure. 
Wiry and impeccably dressed, Miller 
looks and sounds like the federal prose- 
cutor he once was: professional, no-non- 
sense, curt. It’s clear that he hasn’t kept 
Greater Boston’s only black-owned, 
black-oriented newspaper alive for three 
decades by suffering fools gladly, or by 
making small talk when a few blunt 
words will do. 

Ask him whether his small (circulation 
10,000) weekly paper could have exer- 
cised more clout by endorsing Boston 
City Council candidates in the November 
election, for instance, and he impatiently 
demands, “Define clout.” He reminds 
you that he endorsed at-large candidate 
Frank Jones in the primary, and says he 
felt no need to do so again. His preferred 
candidates were already listed in that 
week’s editorial cartoon, he says; besides, 
the council is almost meaningless, having 
little more than the power to “badmouth 
stuff.” He adds, almost sneering: “I don’t 


waste my time with things that have no 
meaning.” 

You might think Miller would be in a 
celebratory mood after marking his 30th | 
year of publication. Yet despite his ac- 
complishments, it’s clear that he feels 
he’s never quite gotten his due. 

“He’s a fighter,” says Don Lowry, PR 
director for the New England Patriots, 
who’s known Miller for well over a 
decade. “He’s very determined. He’s 
combative, and I admire that, because to 
accomplish what he’s done he’s had to be 
combative.” 

Adds Steve Curwood, executive pro- 
ducer and host of National Public Radio’s 
Living on Earth, and managing editor of 
the Banner during the early 1970s: “Mel 
is a very interesting and complex guy. A 
lot of people with Mel’s credentials would 
have gone on and made a bundle inside 
corporate America. And Mel chose to 
keep the focus on the black community 
by supporting the paper. Mel has to put 
nickels and dimes together to do this.” 

Indeed, Miller’s credentials are daunt- 
ing. Boston Latin School. Harvard Col- 
lege. Columbia Law School. A stint as an 
assistant US attorney, followed by a suc- 
cessful law practice. Congressional candi-

Yet since September 25, 1965, Miller’s 
first priority has been the Banner, a paper 
he conceived of to fill the gap left by the 
Guardian, a black newspaper that had ex- 
pired some years earlier with the passing 
of its publisher, William Monroe Trotter. 


Philosophical moment 

Now, after 30 years of struggle, Miller 
is convinced that his philosophical mo- 
ment has arrived. Before the Banner was 
redesigned, in the early ’70s, the slogan 
UNITY; PROGRESS; LET’S DO IT OURSELVES 
appeared on its nameplate every week. It 
was the expression of a pragmatic brand 
of self-reliance that Miller says African- 
Americans are only now beginning to em- 
brace, following the two seminal events of 
recent racial history: the O.J. Simpson 
verdict and the Million Man March. 

Of the Simpson verdict, he says, “I 
think that for both blacks and whites 
there was a shocking revelation that there 
are differences in how each per- 
ceives the world.” He firmly be- 
lieves that the verdict was justified 
because police conduct created 
reasonable doubt. That doesn’t 
necessarily mean that he believes 
Simpson is innocent, mind you. 

“There’s an aspect to it that 
whites don’t get,” he says. “Blacks 
have survived by relying on a pow- 
erful, innate sense of spirituality. 
When you’re powerless, you take 
refuge with the Lord. We believe 
O.J. hasn’t gotten away with any- 
thing. Because the one you really 
have to answer to is the Lord. 
That’s a trial that’s never rigged, 
and that’s a judgment you never 
escape.” 

The Million Man March built on 
the Simpson fallout, Miller be- 
lieves, by emphasizing two themes 
he’s stressed since he founded the 
Banner: the need for black unity 
despite huge cultural and ethnic 
differences within the black com- 
munity; and the notion that, with 
the last legal impediments to equal- 
ity having fallen in the mid 1960s, 
African-Americans must move to- 
ward true equality on their own. 

“Frankly, it’s taken 30 years for the 
message to get across,” Miller says. “The 


Million Man March finally impressed that. 


concept in the black consciousness.” 

Unlike some black leaders, Miller de- 
clines to make a distinction between the 
March and its principal organizer, Nation 
of Islam leader Louis Farrakhan, despite 
Farrakhan’s explicit anti-Semitism. “I 
think Jews have gotten to be hypersensi- 
tive,” Miller says. “His comments about 
blacks were worse than what he said 
about the Jews.” (Not that Miller wants 
to silence Farrakhan’s Jewish critics. In 
the same issue in which Miller ran a post- 
march editorial headlined AN UNMITIGAT- 
ED SUCCESS, he also reprinted a Boston 
Herald column by Don Feder in which 
Feder called Farrakhan, among other 
| things, a “bowtied fuhrer.”) 


| Turning point 

Yet if Miller feels vindicated, he also 
senses that the Banner and the black 
press in general are at a turning point. 

Whereas in the 1950s and ’60s black 
papers attracted the best African-Ameri- 
can journalists, most of today’s black 
stars work for mainstream, white-owned 
media. At the same time, with black 
America under assault from the ascen- 
dant Republican right, there’s a sense 
that strong black papers are more neces- 
sary than ever — but only if they can re- 
spond to the moment. 

“There has been a brain drain from the 
black press,” says Washington Post 
columnist Dorothy Gilliam, immediate 
past president of the National Association 
of Black Journalists. Nevertheless, 
Gilliam believes that black newspapers 
must continue to play an important advo- 
cacy role, and she notes that the main- 
stream media are still 89 percent white. 

Boston Herald columnist Leonard 
Greene, who usually writes about black 
issues, agrees. Asked whether the black 
press has declined in importance, he re- 
sponds, “I don’t think it’s less important. 
I think it’s more important. I don’t think 


-|-the mainstream. media is,doing its job.

Where do you turn?” Yet he wonders 
how good a black newspaper can be when 
its best reporters are continually siphoned 
off by the mainstream. 

The Boston Globe’s Patricia Smith, 
who, like Greene, generally deals with 
black-community concerns in her col- 
umn, scans the Banner for news and 
events she can follow up on. “It’s like 
reading the wires every day,” she says. 
But she adds that she detects a lack of so- 
phistication in the Banner’s coverage, 
commenting, “It has a way to go in terms 
of investigative work.” 

In fact, the Banner has a top-notch 
managing editor, Robin Washington, an 
Emmy-winning documentary filmmaker 
who says he’s committed to the black 
press because of the perspective it offers. 
“Journalism is a series of facts peppered 
with opinions,” he says. “The opinions 
are anything you quote. That’s perspec- 
tive. It’s up to the reporter to decide what 
facts and whose opinions to use.” 

Before the Million Man March, Wash- 
ington, a black Jew, wrote a moving op- 
ed piece — picked up by the Globe and 
the Los Angeles Times — in which he 
compared the March to Yom Kippur, the 
Day of Atonement. 

But good intentions aside, much of the 
Banner has a perfunctory feel to it. Page

after page is filled with photos of grip- 
and-grins and ribbon-cuttings, of society 
news and happy-talk stories. 

Of course, such fare is the staple of any 
community newspaper, and the Banner 
is, above all, a community paper, dedicat- 
ed to chronicling the lives of its black 
middle-class and working-class readers, 
most of whom live in Roxbury. And, as 
City Councilor Charles Yancey notes, it’s 
important to focus on the achievements 
of people of color, given that most of the 
mainstream media stay away from news 
about minorities unless it involves “blood 
and guts.” 

Still, there’s little of the passion found 
in, say, the New York Amsterdam News, 
with its indignant editorials calling on 
Mayor Rudolph Giuliani to resign and 
screaming front-page headlines such as 
DON KING JURY LILY-WHITE. 

“The Banner doesn’t have an agenda 
that jumps out and hits you in the face,” 
says City Councilor John Nucci. “That’s a 
double-edged sword. One can count on it 
for fairness. Yet there’s a whole group of 
people who could use mobilization and 
advocacy.” 

Janis Pryor, a writer, activist, and polit- 
ical consultant for the Ten-Point Coali- 
tion, calls the Banner “valuable in the 
sense that it’s the only publication that 
speaks to Boston’s black community.” 
But she calls its coverage and analysis 
“disappointing,” saying, “I think the Ban- 
ner has a moral responsibility to address 
broader social issues — the complexity 
and diversity of what it means to be black 
in America.” As an example, she would 
have liked to see the paper not just hail 
the Million Man March, but also analyze 
its embrace of patriarchy and its possible 
effect on the status of black women. 

Not that the Banner is entirely without 
controversy. Perhaps the most controver- 
sial items in the paper are the editorials, 
which Miller writes himself. Many es- 
pouse causes a majority of African-Amer- 
icans would agree with. Some recent ex- 
amples: a call to abolish stiffer sentences 
for‘dedling crack cocaine than for dealing 
































the powdered variety (an anomaly that disproportionately 
affects blacks); an exhortation to families to urge their 
children to achieve academically; and a push for higher 
voter turnout, a goal that’s been near the top of Miller’s 
agenda for 30 years. 

But Miller’s moderate political orientation is often at 
odds with that of the left-leaning Roxbury establishment. 
The Banner even declined to endorse the mayoral cam- 
paigns of Mel King, in 1983, and Bruce Bolling, in 1993, 
on the grounds that an African-American couldn’t win. 
That may have made some sense in the case of Bolling’s 
lackluster effort. But the King campaign united blacks, 
progressives, and gays in a movement that influenced 
Boston politics for a decade. 


Political differences 

“I have a schizophrenic relationship with the Banner,” 
says UMass/Boston black-studies instructor Tony Van 
Der Meer, a former president of the Black Political Task 
Force. The Banner and the task force took opposite sides 
in two recent bitterly fought contests involving black can- 
didates. The Banner endorsed moderate newcomer Di- 
anne Wilkerson over veteran progressive Bill Owens for 
the State Senate in 1992; Wilkerson won. A year later, 
the paper endorsed City Councilor Tony Crayton, a mod- 
erate who'd forged close ties with Mayor Tom Menino, 
over progressive rookie Gareth Saunders; Saunders won. 

“It becomes more Mel Miller’s thing than what’s hap- 
pening in the community,” Van Der Meer says. Yet the 
| Banner published unbiased, front-page reports on the 
task force’s endorsements, complete with photos. “He’s 
been fair to us, I have to acknowledge,” Van Der Meer 
says. “That’s what I mean about feeling schizophrenic. 
And you have to respect the fact that he’s been around for 
a while.” 

Miller’s also enough of an iconoclast to have em- 
ployed a white managing editor, Brian O’Connor, from 
1984 to 92. “The staff was always integrated, it was al- 
ways diverse,” says O’Connor, now communications di- 
rector for US Representative Joe Kennedy. “Being a lit- 
tle white boy running around the black community, 
there were questions at times. My answer was always, 
‘Just read my story.’” 

And Miller can be fearless in pursuing what he thinks is 
right. Since 1965 the Banner has crusaded against cor- 
rupt judges, segregated schools, and incompetent public 
officials. Over the past year, that crusading spirit has of- 
ten been focused on the actions of Jack Robinson, a local 
businessman who was recently removed as president of 
the Boston NAACP after he filed a federal lawsuit in an 
unsuccessful attempt to overturn state minority set-aside 
and affirmative-action laws. (Robinson says he actually 
supports such laws but believes they were being enforced 
unfairly against him.) 

The Banner opposed Robinson’s election as NAACP 
president last year, an event many observers believe never 
would haye taken place had his opponent, Boston lawyer 
Eddie Jenkins, not been thrown off the ballot on a techni- 
cality. And in a tough editorial earlier this year headlined 
RESIGN! RESIGN! RESIGN!, the Banner called on. Robinson 
to step down after a state agency ruled that one of his 
firms, Converse Construction Company, was ineligible 
for set-aside contracts because it was actually controlled 
by white interests. Robinson sued the Banner for libel af- 
ter the paper called Converse a “front” for white owners; 
he recently withdrew the suit, though he says he might 
renew it if provoked. 

Robinson says the Banner is out to get him, and he 
spins a tale full of intrigue and accusations. “I see the 
Banner as being 30 years of deceit,” he says. His most 
relevant charge: that the Banner opposed his election 
because Miller was afraid Robinson would revive the 
Bulletin, an NAACP newspaper that Robinson pub- 
lished briefly in the mid 1980s, during a previous term 
as president. 

“It’s pure hogwash,” responds Miller, who says he 
doesn’t even remember the Bulletin. “Jack Robinson isn’t 
going to run me around with his bullshit. I’m a person 
whose reputation is absolutely impeccable.” 

Indeed, former city-council candidate Frank Jones, 
who has returned to his law practice, admires Miller’s 
willingness to go after powerful people. 

“I think Mel Miller is an extraordinary leader in the 
city,” Jones says. “He’s an independent thinker. He does 
not get the kind of credit he deserves for the work that he 
does.” 


The next 30 years 

Last January the Banner moved from a mostly black 
neighborhood in Dorchester to a new office in predomi- 
nantly white South Boston. It’s a change that has raised 
some eyebrows, but Miller defends it, noting that a num- 
ber of black families live in nearby housing projects, and 
that a generation of Roxbury athletes is familiar with the 
area because it was formerly the location of a high-school 
track facility. “This is not a strange location for the black 
community,” he says. 

Eleven months after the move, Miller hasn’t quite fin- 
ished unpacking. He leans over a pile to produce a 
framed front page from an 1847 edition of the Liberator, 
William Lloyd Garrison’s famed anti-slavery paper. On a 
table behind him is a plaque from Mayor Menino, cele- 
brating the Banner’s 30th anniversary. On the walls are 
photos of Swami Muktananda, a Hindu philosopher 
whom Miller admires, and whose teachings are used as 
fillers in the Banner. 

“Papers in black communities,” he says, “have never 
been commercially successful. I never thought when I 
started the Banner that I could alter that tradition, but I 
hoped we could sustain ourselves, and that’s what we’ve 
done. Now I’m trying to strengthen the paper so that it 
can survive for the next 30 years.” QO 
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Ancient roads and aggressive drivers spell mayhem 
in Boston's streets.

The Boston driver: 
A rundown 


Bes as each city has its distinctive 
personality, so does each city’s traf- 
fic. New York traffic, for instance, gets its 
reputation from drivers that are short-tem- 
pered, highly competitive, and not the least 
bit afraid to die. You can rely on them to cut 
you off deliberately or fight you for a parking 
space. 

Bostonians are aggressive, too. Evidently, 
motorists making a left-hand tum at a crowd- 
ed intersection like Comm Ave and Harvard 
Avenue have no qualms about cutting off on- 
coming traffic in order to get across before the 
light changes. But what really distinguishes 
Boston drivers from drivers in other cities is 

not the level of hostility so much as the level of 
randomness. 

According to Clay McShane, a historian

hen Tae Min Kim, a 21-year-old 
Boston University engineering stu- 
dent, was killed two weeks ago 
while trying to cross Kenmore 
Square on his bike, his death con- 


firmed what most people who live or work here already 
know: traffic in this city is not only insane, it’s ex- 
tremely dangerous. And despite a police crackdown, 


it’s getting worse. 


Nineteen ninety-five has been quite a year on the 
streets of Boston. Thirty-five people, most 
of them pedestrians, have been killed 


dead are 


in city traffic so far. Contrasted 
with 22 deaths for all of 1994, 
that’s an increase of more than 

50 percent. 


Among this year’s 
two four-year-olds 


(a boy was struck by a car 


while playing; a girl ran 


a rotary or whether you must come to 
a full stop before making a right turn at 
a red light. 

That may have something to do with the 
city’s tradition of lax enforcement. Indeed, 
some offenses, such as double-parking down 
town, are So common as to be virtually legal. Po- 
lice spokesman Robert O'Toole says that, in his 
years as a motorcycle patrolman, he got used 
to motorists lecturing him on what was legal. 
Recently, O’Toole threw up his hands after just 
such a discussion with his daughter. “What the 
hell do | know?” he asks. “I’m just a cop.” 

According to the Registry of Motor Vehicles, 
between January and September of this year 
Boston Police wrote 36,375 traffic citations. 
By far the most popular offense in town was 
failing to stop at a red light or stop sign 
(22,436 violations). Speeding (7430 viola- 
tions) was a distant second. “Failure to use 
safety” (a broad category that includes 
changing lanes without signaling) ac- 
counted for 2275 violations; driv- 
ing without a valid license or a 
registration, 2200, and driv- 
ing without a valid in- 
spection _ sticker, 
2034.

Metropolitan

for horse-drawn carts, not 
automobiles. Much of the local 
infrastructure, including night- 

mares like the Central Artery and 

the area’s traffic rotaries, was obsolete 
even before it was completed and is ill- 
equipped to handle the volume of traffic it 


carries every day. Although about 150,000 cars 
come into Boston each workday, for instance, there are 
only 16,000 public parking spaces on the street — and 
7000 of those spots are reserved for residents. 
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Further, our motorists have well-earned reputations 
for recklessness. A quick glance down Boylston Street 
near Copley Square during rush hour bears out the 
cliché of the psychotic and incompetent Boston driver. 
The surest measure of the danger of driving: auto-in- 
surance rates here have long been among the highest in 
the country. 


Red light, green light 

Everybody who drives in Boston has a horror story. 
Jonathan Heuser, who works for a shipping company 

in Chelsea, tells a typical one. He recently bought his 
first car, a nearly new Audi, which he swore to protect 
from the ravages of Boston traffic. “I know that people 
here are crazy, so I vowed to myself I would never 
rush,” he says. He had owned the car for 12 days when 
it was rear-ended and nearly totaled by an airport bus 
on Storrow Drive. Heuser says he was sufficiently 
traumatized by the experience that he won’t drive the 
rental car his insurance company is paying for into the 
city. “Whatever faith I had in driving here was de-' 
stroyed,” he says. 

Boston’s pedestrians aren’t much better than its 
drivers, and the combination may explain why so many 
people get hurt. Police department spokesman Robert 
O’Toole, a former motorcycle cop who teaches traffic 
enforcement at the police academy, says Bostonians 
have a way of running out into the street and assuming 
cars will stop for them. Bruce Campbell, of Bruce 
Campbell & Associates, a traffic consulting firm, says 
he sees the phenomenon every morning during his 
commute: “The pedestrians at South Station are very 
bold.” According to Campbell, people in Boston are 
less intimidated by cars than people in cities like 
Phoenix and Los Angeles, which have wider roads and 
faster traffic. But even so, it’s almost unheard of for a 
Boston pedestrian to be cited for jaywalking. 

(The term “jaywalking” is uniquely Bostonian: ac- 
cording to the Oxford English Dictionary, “jay” is old 
Boston slang for a rube or a hick. Hence, a jaywalker 
was originally a hayseed too unsophisticated to know 
where you could safely cross a Boston street. Of 
course, now the epithet can be applied to almost any 
of the city slickers crossing Park Street near the 
Common.) 

Some of the traffic mayhem can be explained by the 
fact that until recently the Boston police could not be 
bothered to enforce traffic laws. Historically, Boston 
cops have written far fewer tickets annually than their 
counterparts in other cities. Last year, Boston generat- 
ed 18 civil citations per officer, compared to 80 in Los 
Angeles and 61 in Chicago. 

This spring, though, Police Commissioner Paul

Evans launched a much-publicized crack- 
down on reckless driving that resulted in 
a huge increase in the number of tickets 
written. He was motivated by the now- 
trendy police philosophy of emphasizing 
“quality of life” crimes, but he was also 
pushed to move by the steep rise in traffic 
deaths. Evans put the city’s 20 police 
cadets to work monitoring intersections. 
Two of them were promptly run down by 
a car near City Hall. Neither was serious- 
ly hurt. 

During the first six months of 1995, 
Boston cops issued 22,594 tickets for 
moving violations, more than five times 
the number for the same period last year. 
The strategy generated headlines and 
some angry complaints from motorists. 
But almost one-third of this year’s traffic 
deaths have occurred 
in the past three 
months, well after the 
cops decided to get 
tough. 

The rate and the lo- 
cation of serious acci- 
dents follow their own 
inscrutable logic, and 
the incidence of fatali- 
ties seems to have lit- 
tle to do with traffic 
patterns. Tae Min 
Kim, for example, was 
the second BU student 
to be killed in Ken- 
more Square in just 
under a year. The in- 
tersection is a hideous 
tangle where three 
thoroughfares — Bea- 
con Street, Comm 
Ave, and Brookline 
Avenue — weave un- 
certainly together. 
Crossing the square by 
car or on foot requires 
careful attention to 
confusing traffic lights 
and several lanes of 
oncoming traffic. It 
also requires a good 
deal of luck. In terms 
of the total number of 
accidents, however, 
over the years Kenmore has been far 
from the most dangerous intersection in 
Boston. 

According to the state highway depart- 
ment, that dubious distinction belongs to 
the corner where Mass Ave connects with 
Route 93, near Boston City Hospital. The 
intersection is also the fifth most haz- 
ardous statewide. (The worst is the inter- 
section of Route 1 and Walnut Street, in 
Saugus.) Between 1991 and 1993, the 
latest period for which figures are avail- 
able, that corner of Mass Ave was the site 
of 100 accidents, in which 78 people 
were injured. No one, however, was 
killed. During the same period, Kenmore 
Square had 32 accidents in which 17 
people were injured.

Rotaries from hell 

Theories vary as to why traffic deaths 
have risen this year. Some experts say it’s 
impossible to extract a trend from what 
may be only a statistical blip. Others 
point to construction projects such as the 


| Big Dig as a source of accidents through- 


out the city. 

Stephen Crosby, of SmartRoutes, a 
Cambridge-based traffic-information ser- 
vice, says the improving local-business 
situation may have something to do with 
worsening traffic. “There’s an incredible 
relationship between traffic congestion 
and the economy,” he says. According to 
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The Boston

Crosby, even a slight improvement in the 
economy can mean a large increase in the 
number of cars on the road. And, as 
Crosby is quick to point out, Boston traf- 
fic has always been bad. 

It all comes down to what Clay Mc- 
Shane, a Northeastern University histori- 
an and author of Down the Asphalt Path, 
a book about the development of Ameri- 
can automotive culture, calls the “interac- 
tion of bad roads and bad drivers.” 

First, McShane says, one of the things 
that gives Boston its charm also makes it 
bad for traffic. It is the oldest major city 
in the country, and its layout is essentially 
European and pre-auto. The city’s wind- 
ing streets don’t correspond to the grids 
used by urban planners in cities that grew 
up after the car had replaced the horse. 
Few Boston streets are as wide or as 
straight as the avenues of New York or 
the boulevards of LA. 

“But it’s not just the colonial pattern,” 
McShane adds. “The 20th-century engi- 
neering is bad, too.” Boston had many 
of the nation’s auto- 
motive firsts — its 
first parkways, its 
first on-ramps. But a 
number of innova- 
tions turned out to be 
disasters. 

Take the Boston 
area’s traffic rotaries. 
According to Mc- 
Shane, the circles were 
built in the 1920s by 
engineers who were 
convinced that then- 
newfangled stoplights 
would never catch on 
and that traffic flow 
and auto safety would 
be improved if drivers 
learned the complex 
etiquette of how to en- 
ter and leave a circle. 
To find out how well 
that has worked, try 
negotiating the rotary 
at Concord Turnpike 
and Fresh Pond Park- 
way, in Cambridge. An 
intersection that would 
be uncomplicated — 
albeit busy — if it were 
controlled by a stop- 
light is a free-for-all: 
no one seems to have 
any idea who has the 
right of way. Not surprisingly, the highway 
department ranks it one of the most dan- 
gerous intersections in Cambridge. 

On top of a poorly designed and over- 
taxed road system, McShane says, is a 
culture of bad driving. “The drivers are 
worse here,” he says. “It’s hard to figure 
out why that is. There’s a general skepti- 
cism about government and government 
regulations.” McShane supposes that at- 
titude is at the root of legendary traffic 
screwups. He gives the example of the 
time, during the 1978 American League 
playoffs, when auto-bound Red Sox fans 
refused to go through the Callahan Tun- 
nel for fear of losing radio reception for a 
few critical moments. 

The Boston driver may be a figure of 
urban folklore, but his recklessness and 
ineptitude have been quantified scientifi- 
cally. According to consultant Bruce 
Campbell, a study was once conducted to 
determine how long a gap in cross-traffic 
from the left was needed for drivers to feel 
safe making a right-hand turn. The aver- 
age American, Campbell says, would not 
turn right unless he thought he had about 
six seconds. The average Boston driver, 
however, would make the same turn with 
a gap of only five seconds. He was more 
willing than most Americans to risk his 
life and the lives of others on the road. 

“We tend to be a little more aggres- 
sive,” Campbell says.

Too late? 


Weld will have to play catch-up 
if he hopes to challenge Kerry

assachusetts politicians are 
fixated on whether Republi- 
can Governor Bill Weld will 
soon announce his candidacy 
against Democratic US Sen- 
ator John Kerry. As a sitting governor who 
was re-elected last year with 71 percent of 
the vote, Weld would certainly be the most 
formidable challenger among the potential 
GOP candidates. But, despite outward indi- 
cations of strength, Weld has squandered 
much of the political momentum he had a 
year ago, so don’t be surprised if he balks. 

Weld did not ascend to the governor- 
ship without a sense of political reality, 
and this has got to be sinking in: he’s 
lost ground. Furthermore, because Weld 
has been distracted by national politics, 
he’s missed his chance to benefit from 
some strategic blunders by the incum- 
bent senator. 

Although Kerry and his operatives 
would prefer a race against someone per- 
ceived to be a weak opponent, a Weld 
candidacy may turn out to be the best 
thing to happen to Kerry. For if current 
trends continue, Kerry, by vanquishing 





Weld, could find himself anointed the gi- 
ant killer of the 1996 election, the man 
who lowered the final curtain on the 
Weld era in state politics. 

Now, even some Democrats are whis- 
pering, “Run, Bill, run,” hoping to see 
the high-flying governor crash and burn 
from a fiery assault by Kerry, the Viet- 
nam tailgunner-turned-senator. They say 
that Weld’s successful campaigns for 
governor against the acrimonious John 
Silber and the poorly funded Mark Roo- 
sevelt were child’s play. Although Kerry 
got off to a slow start, and has not been 
seriously tested for his seat since he vied 
with then-congressman Jim Shannon for 
the Democratic nomination in 1984, he 
now has $3 million in the bank, and is 
arming himself for political war. 

Weld’s weakness — what may, in the 
end, prove to be his Achilles’ heel — is 
his desire to be a national political play- 
er, at the expense of living up to his re- 
sponsibilities in Massachusetts. Even 
with his goal of expanding his national 
profile, Weld has proved wishy-washy. A 
victory over Kerry would, in fact, be 
Weld’s third choice. 

Although Weld advisers began floating 
the Weld-versus-Kerry balloon a year 
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WELD may have painted himself into a corner: run against Kerry or 
continue the plebeian job of governing the state. 


ago, the governor soon became distracted 
by his fantasy of running for president 
(Plan A), then by jumping headfirst into 
the swiftly aborted White House cam- 
paign of California Governor Pete Wilson 
(Plan B). Had Wilson’s brief candidacy 
gone well, Weld would have found him- 
self at the front of the national agenda, 
with an inside track to a Cabinet position 
or perhaps even a vice-presidential nod. 
Those hopes dashed, Weld has painted 
himself into a corner: either run against 
Kerry or continue what he considers the 
plebeian job of governing the state. 


Missed opportunities 
Challenging a popular incumbent sen- 
ator is not a job for dilettantes. It is an 
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immensely sober affair, requiring preci- 
sion and focus. For a Republican hoping | 
to unseat such a senator in Democratic 
Massachusetts, the task is even more 
daunting. “There’s no indication that | 
Kerry’s in any serious trouble,” says | 
CNN political analyst Bill Schneider. | 
“It’s tough for Weld. Either Kerry or | 
Clinton has to get himself in trouble with | 
Massachusetts voters for Weld to win.” 
Weld’s national ambitions have led | 
him to bolster his. credentials with his | 
party’s right wing. But history has 
shown that, if Republicans have a shot at 
election to high office in this state, the 
path is through the liberal brand of Re- 
publicanism practiced by former sena-

tors Ed Brooke and Bill Saltonstall, and 
by former governor Frank Sargent. Weld 
certainly began his political career in 
that tradition, emphasizing his pro- 
choice and gay-rights positions. Voters 
haven’t heard too much from that Bill 
Weld lately. 

Weld, if he decides to challenge Kerry, 
will be haunted by his recent rightward 
thrusts: 

e After last year’s Republican congres- 
sional triumph, Weld wrapped himself 
around House Speaker 
Newt Gingrich, even 
boasting that the two 
planned to write a 
book together. Now 
that Bay State voters 
have, according to ev- 
ery poll on the subject, 
come to detest Gin- 
grich (a name that 
Clinton and Kerry will 
surely invoke every 
chance they get), Weld 
may find himself bur- 
dened with a Newt 
around his neck. 

e Weld’s appoint- 
ment of former Reagan 
solicitor general 
Charles Fried to the 
state’s Supreme Judi- 
cial Court last summer 
has created a severe 
rift with the very pro- 
choice forces who once 
fawned over the gover- 
nor. Fried was the ar- 
chitect of Reagan-Bush 
plans to dismantle 
abortion rights, and 
members of the pro- 
choice movement feel 
betrayed. Melissa 
Kogut, director of 
MassChoice, says, 
“we'll certainly keep 
that in mind” before 








the group announces 
its endorsement. She 


| adds, “John Kerry has a solid pro-choice 


record, and we generally go with incum- 
bents.” 

e Weld’s veto of a hike in the mini- 
mum wage — a bill that, according to 
one poll, enjoyed support from 78 per- 
cent of the public — harms him not 
only among lunch-bucket voters, but 
also among women, who favor Kerry 
over Weld. The governor can talk all he 
wants about kicking mothers off wel- 
fare, but he provides little incentive for 
those who want to work; for many 
working women in Massachusetts, the 
minimum wage is what keeps them off 
of welfare. 

e In an attempt to woo urban conser- 
vative Democrats, Weld appointed Bos- 
ton University President John Silber to 
be the state’s education czar. After all, in 
the 1990 gubernatorial race, Silber gar- 
nered more votes among that constituen- 
cy than Weld. But upon his appointment, 
Silber, proving that he has not lost his 
capacity for irony, promptly announced 
that he would support Kerry over Weld 
for the Senate. 

(Weld may yet benefit politically from

THE DEMOCRATIC primary race against Jim Shannon, in 1984, 


triumverate of Silber, Senate President 
Billy Bulger, and businessman Jim Carlin 
to oversee the state’s education system; 
all three have no-nonsense reputations 
for getting a job done.) 

But overall, Weld has lately been pan- 
dering to the right — from his continued 
attacks on welfare recipients to his grand- 
standing against reform of mandatory 
sentences for nonviolent drug offenders 
and his recent refusal to sign a bill ap- 
proving the medical use of marijuana (see 
“Smoked Out,” This Just In, page 8). 

Nonetheless, a Weld adviser insists that 
the governor is in tune with the polls on 
these issues, noting, “The Weld message 
is attractive to the people.” And, on some 
matters, Weld’s posi- 
tions are indeed quite 
popular. A recent 
Boston Globe survey 
found that by a mar- 
gin of 62 to 32 per- 
cent, voters support 
Weld’s plan to fin- 
gerprint welfare re- 
cipients as an anti- 
fraud measure. And a 
whopping 74 percent 
agree with Weld that 
the state ought to be 
able to turn in wel- 
fare recipients who 
are illegal immi- 
grants. But the sup- 
port melts away 
when it comes to 
Weld’s more severe 
proposal to ax wel- 
fare benefits for teen 
mothers; some 50 
percent oppose him 
and just 30 percent 
support him in that 
quest. 

The Weld camp be- 
lieves that, by playing 
to resentments and 
prejudices toward the 
underclass, Weld can 
win the votes of work- 
ing-class conservative 
Democrats against 
Kerry. But that may 
be unrealistic. “There 
are a lot of John Silber 
Democrats in Massachusetts,” CNN’s 
Schneider says. “But the problem for Weld 
is, you usually get those votes on social is- 
sues. He’s not a social conservative, and 
may end up alienating them on economic 
issues. Those are not the voters who are go- 
ing to rally against an increase in the mini- 
mum wage. And this election will likely be 
decided on economic issues.” 


The money pit 

Even more curious than Weld’s awk- 
ward ideological shifts have been his 
strange adventures in the realm of cam- 
paign finance. Weld accurately perceived 
that Kerry made a strategic goof when he 
said, earlier this autumn, that he would 
not use personal funds to win re-elec- 
tion. Republicans, who have thrown two 
millionaires up against Kerry in both his 
Senate campaigns, have been apoplectic 
ever since last summer, when Kerry wed 
millionairess Teresa Heinz. 

“The irony of Kerry’s new wealth is that 
the Republicans live by money,” says Lou 
DiNatale, director of the McCormack Insti- 
tute for Public Affairs at UMass/Boston. 
“The rationale that had kept Weld out of 
the race was, that he wouldn’t be able to 
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WELD ran for governor in1990 with strong pro-choice and gay-rights 
positions.

outspend Kerry. That was working until 
Kerry said he wasn’t gonna use that money. 
Weld’s advisers all said to him, ‘Okay, Bill, 
there’s your window. You can beat him.’ ” 

Weld operatives quickly called upon 
Kerry to abide by a spending cap in the up- 
coming Senate race. Kerry, who in 1982 
became one of the first candidates to refuse 
PAC money, has maintained that pledge 
throughout his campaigns. The Kerry team 
gladly invited Weld to meet Kerry on his 
well-established turf of campaign-finance 
reform. Weld then admitted that, to chal- 
lenge Kerry, he might reverse his own past 
position of declining PAC money. 

Weld is on very weak footing in the 
debate over campaign finance. Although 
he signed legislation to establish a state 
commission on campaign reform, Weld 
failed to appoint half of his designated 
members, and therefore the commission 
never met. A September fundraising let- 
ter from the reform group Common 
Cause noted, “Because of inaction and 
foot dragging by the Governor and the 
legislature, the commission’s mandate 
would have expired in October.” Last 
week, the legislature voted to continue 
the commission, but took away three of 
the governor’s six positions because he 
hadn’t filled them. 

Weld acknowledged that elections can 
be bought during a recent appearance on 
Don Imus’s radio show, boasting, “Well, 
I spent $4 million last year to get re- 
elected, and we did pretty well.” 

Pretty well, indeed. Weld crushed 
challenger Mark Roosevelt after a bar- 
rage of negative ads against which Roo- 
| sevelt could not afford to fire back. And 
| when Roosevelt called for a spending cap 
| in that campaign, Weld’s campaign man- 
| ager replied, “When you play in the big 
| leagues, you can’t take your ball and bat 
and go whimpering home just because 
you don’t like the rules.” 

Which is why Kerry advisers reacted 
with glee when Weld and the Republicans 
suddenly called for a spending cap on the 
| upcoming Senate brawl. Kerry announced 
| that he will not be outspent, reopening the 
| door to using his personal funds. Weld, 
because of his own sorry record on cam- 
| paign-finance reform, is unable to hit 
back. Thus, Kerry skates away, un- 
harmed, from a big strategic gaffe. 


The year that wasn’t 

Compare the snapshots provided by 
pollsters: during last year’s gubernatorial 
election, the McCormack Institute and 
New England Cable News conducted an 
exit poll on a Weld-Kerry race. And al- 
though 71 percent of the respondents 
had just voted for Weld’s re-election as 
governor, only 30 percent said they 
would support him against Kerry (33 
| percent said they favored Kerry over 
Weld). That was a statistical dead heat, 
| but it came at a time when Weld’s mes- 
sage had been ubiquitous through his 
million-dollar television-advertising blitz, 
a time when Kerry was staying in the 
shadows behind Senator Ted Kennedy’s 
re-election effort. 

A year later, every serious poll shows 
Kerry has added 10: pointsto his: lead. 


The most recent Boston Globe poll, taken 
this month, has Kerry leading Weld 50 to 
36 percent. A recent McCormack Insti- 
tute poll has Kerry with 46 percent to 
Weld’s 33 percent. 

Weld’s supporters last week hawked 
poll results claiming that their man, not 
Kerry, is winning by 47 to 40 percent. 
But the McCormack Institute’s DiNatale 
says that poll is bogus. “That kind of poll 
is what happens when you push the re- 
spondents toward your position,” he 
says. “Somebody pushed those numbers. 
A poll like that is mostly used for 
fundraising and press purposes, but it’s 
not really a legitimate planning tool.” 

And Kerry, notes DiNatale, is just get- 
ting started. “An incumbent US senator 
traditionally takes six months to a year of 
campaigning before he emerges from the 
haze of his five-year term,” he says. 
“During that time, opponents always 
look tougher. We haven’t even seen Ker- 
ry yet. We’re seeing only Weld and his 
muscle, and even now he does not look 
like he gets enough.” 

Kerry does have some weaknesses. Al- 
though he has a core network of passion- 
ate supporters outside the party appara- 
tus, Kerry does not enjoy the deep and 
wide personal loyalty from Democrats 
that Ted Kennedy did in 1994. Kerry’s 
penchant for splitting with party leader- 
ship on some issues has led to some re- 
sentment on the left of his party. 

Anti-tax activist Barbara Anderson, a 
Weld backer, says that her man can defeat 
Kerry based on the Democrat’s vote 
against the balanced-budget amendment, 
insisting that the Gingrich revolution could 
still take hold in Massachusetts. “This is 
historic,” she says. “We’re in the middle of 
a revolution, and anything can happen.” 

But Kerry campaign manager Chris 
Greeley counters, “If there was a Gin- 
grich revolution in this country last year, 
it didn’t reach Massachusetts. If there’s a 
counterrevolution in this country, Mas- 
sachusetts is yet again the battle of Con- 
cord Green. And Bill Weld has all the 
pomposity of the Redcoats.” 

Them’s fightin’ words, and one gets 
the sense that the Kerry camp may even 
be warming to the idea. State 
Democrats are growing excited over the 
prospect that Weld will impale himself 
on Kerry’s sword. They note that the 
former assistant district attorney’s style 
is prosecutorial — whether he’s chair- 
ing a subcommittee hearing or debating 
an opponent — and hope that Kerry 
will give Weld the fight that no one else 
has been able to. 

Which is why, if he smells his own 
blood in the water, Weld may yet back 
out of the race. A Weld adviser insists 
that if Weld runs and loses to Kerry, 
there will be no damage done to the state 
Republican cause: “He goes back, and 
he’s governor of Massachusetts. He 
would have no plans to quit the gover- 
norship. I don’t see how his running 
hurts the party, even if he loses.” 

But the salty CNN analyst Bill Schnei- 
der says the Weld adviser may be 
plagued by wishful thinking. “A loser,” 
he says, “is a loser.” Q

Elliot M. and Elena Z. stood in the hotel room while all 
this transpired, too shocked to move. 

Isabel J. was gone. 

Gone. Just like that. 

Lying in bed now, Alice K. shakes her head in disbelief. 
Elena Z. called the police and explained the story to an 
investigating officer, who put out an alert about Elliot M.’s 
stolen car. If she were caught, the officer explained, Isabel 
J. could be charged on a number of counts: fraud, car 
theft, possibly even kidnapping. But an hour later, the 
police found Elliot M.’s car in a parking lot in Hyannis. It 
was empty; Isabel J. was nowhere to be found. 

Alice K. tosses in the bed 
DAVID SIPRESS and looks at Elliot M., who 
has managed to fall asleep 
beside her. They left the 
Cape and headed home at 
about three o’clock that 
afternoon, having spent 
most of the day at the 
police station. Alice K. 
allowed Elliot M. to spend 
the bulk of the trip home 
absorbing the details, vent- 
ing his own astonishment 
at having been duped. But 
later that afternoon, Alice 
K. unleashed her own rage. 
“How could you have not 
known?”, she kept de- 
manding. “How could you 
do this to me?” 

Elliot M. kept insisting 
that he hadn’t “done” any- 
thing, that Isabel J. was the 
villain, not him. But the 
more Alice K. thought 

about it, the worse she felt about Elliot M.’s role — or, at 
least, his apparent obliviousness. 

She kept pointing out all the clues he should have seen: 
Isabel J. had shown up at his office with a suitcase that 
wasn’t Alice K.’s, full of clothes that weren’t Elliot M.’s — 
she’d bought both, gone out and bought new pajamas for 
Elliot M. And Isabel J. had gotten up at 7 a.m. to go run- 
ning — wearing blue spandex running pants.

figure out what Isabel J.’s motives were, never got to ver- 
balize her own rage and confusion. 

She lies in bed and wonders about that. Would she ever 
see Isabel J. again? Somehow, she suspects she will. And 
at the same time, she suspects it doesn’t really matter: 
maybe the heavens conspired to place Isabel J. in her life 
for a reason, for the express purpose of teaching her 
something she’s ready to learn, something about the true 
nature of closeness, connection, the potential for disap- 
pointment. Something, perhaps, about Elliot M. 

She looks at Elliot M. again and realizes that the most 
abiding feeling the experience has left her with is loneli- 
ness: Alice K. feels let down by Elliot M. on the most fun- 
damental level. She feels like Elliot M. is a stranger in the 
bed beside her, and she feels, at heart, like she’s a stranger 
to him. She thinks, He doesn’t know me. She thinks, J am 
all alone in the world, truly all alone. 

Her eyes well up with tears. She can’t imagine she’ll be 
able to forgive Elliot M. She can’t imagine what will hap- 
pen next.

Is there really such a thing as a pathological liar? If 
so, why does one become one?

Why not? Looking at’ Washington and the O.J. trial, 
you’ve got to figure it gives you a lot of career options. 
The term is, however, somewhat imprecise. The best 
definition was put forth 50 years ago by L.S. Selling: “a 


. person having a constellation of symptoms . . . charac- 


terized psychopathologically by a very definite tendency 
to tell untruths about matters which perhaps could be 
easily verified and which untruths may serve no obvious 
purpose.” This enables us to distinguish a pathological 
liar from, say, a lawyer, whose distortions of the truth 
are easily detected by anybody not sitting on the jury 
even as they serve the obvious purpose of getting his 
murdering slime of a client off. More generally, we may 
say that John, the adulterous husband in the movie sex, 
lies, and videotape, is not a pathological liar because his 
deceptions serve the obvious purpose of enabling him to 
get laid. Thus we see that habitual liars are of two kinds: 
on the one hand, pathological liars who are pathetic 
losers, and, on the other hand, skilled liars, who consti- 
tute the national ruling class. ‘ 

What makes pathological liars lie is not well-under- 
stood, though it seems pretty clear there isn’t a single 
cause. Some people exhibit what’s known as “pseudolo- 
gia fantastica,” presenting wild yarns as fact. Again, skill 
is a factor — do this well enough and you can get a job 
with the Weekly World News or, if you really have the gift, 
the Washington Post. However, if your lying is so inept 
that you don’t qualify even for journalism, you may be 
suffering from brain damage and therefore condemned to 
a life in broadcasting. I have a report, for example, of a 
“35-year-old right-handed Caucasian male” — that’s 
enough to put you on your guard right there — who suf- 
fered from “pathological lying associated with thalamic 
dysfunction.” Apparently, a brain impairment led to a 10- 
year history of repeated lying about everything from his 
personal finances to where he’d put the Kleenex. Years 
ago he’d have wound up in the gutter, but today, thank 
God, he can be a guest on Jerry Springer. 

Not all cases of pathological lying are associated with 
a neurological disorder. Psychologists also blame such 
conditions as “superego lacunae” or “a need for the 
patient to produce narcissistic gratification.” 

Seems clear enough to me that some people lie 
because they profit from it, some fib because they’re 
sick, and some do it because they’re lying sacks of shit.

Some standup comedians were born funny. The rest 
just try to get that way — by going to comedy classes.

on Chappelle, a Brandeis se- 
nior, sits at an old card table in 
a musty basement, flipping 
through a stack of handwritten 
notecards. He finds the one 
he’s looking for and starts to read off a 
joke about Sesame Street's Bert and Ernie 
as clandestine drug dealers. 

“So I’m going about my usual routine,” 
he says. “I go into the kitchen, pour myself 
a bowl of Froot Loops, and sit down on 
the couch. I turn on the TV and the mup- 
pets are on... .” 

From across the table, Bob Gautreau, 
Chappelle’s comedy coach, stops him mid- 
joke. “Are you going to do something with 
the Froot Loops later on?” 

Ron shakes his head no. 

“Then,” Gautreau says, taking a drag on 
his cigarette, “lose the Froot Loops.” 

It sounds funny, but in standup comedy 
classes like this one, extraneous Fruit 
Loops are no laughing matter. Beginning 
standup comics like Chappelle, 24, come 
to comedy pros like Gautreau for exactly 
this kind of advice, hoping to write and re- 
fine their jokes, hone their delivery, and 
put together a solid five- to 10-minute set 
they can deliver at open-mike nights on 
Boston’s comedy-club circuit. 

For some, getting up on stage and doing

a routine just once will satisfy their 
comedic hankering. But many others 
dream of climbing the comedy ladder from 
the unpaid open-mike nights to being 
openers (10 minutes, at $25 to $50), mid- 
dlers (20 to 30 minutes, at $50 to $125), 
and headliners (45 to 60 minutes, at $150 
to $300). 

If they hope to quit their day jobs, they'll 
also have to tap into the comedy capitals 
of Manhattan and Los Angeles. And the 
field is already crowded: an estimated 300 
comics in Boston alone. Even getting stage 
time at open-mike nights requires persis- 
tence and politicking of the club booking 
agents. Comedians today are selling come- 
dy in a buyer’s market. 

This competitive atmosphere has 
opened the door for comedy-club veterans 
to branch out into the standup teaching 
trade. Educated guesses place the number 
of local comedian-teachers at a dozen and 
growing. And these teachers are finding 
plenty of comedy disciples ready to sit 
down, open their notebooks, and learn. 

“There was a part of me that always 
wanted to try it, but I never had the guts,” 
says Elaine Leofsky, a Framingham com- 
puter programmer taking her first comedy 
class. “I finally decided now’s the time.” 

Comedy-club employees say more and 
more “open-mikers” are refining their ma- 
terial in comedy classes before taking it to 
the stage. Says Tom Gagnon, marketing

director for Dick Doherty’s comedy clubs: 
“The open-mike nights are an extension of 
those classes.” 

Some comics teach at adult-education 
programs; others run one-on-one sessions 
and small group classes out of their own 
living rooms and basements. Public pro- 
grams run $70 to $100 for six- to eight- 
week courses; private classes run $25 to 
$40 an hour. News of classes spreads by 
word of mouth; the best way to find out 
what’s out there is to go to a comedy club 
and ask around. 


‘Selective sculpting’ 

Gautreau, 33, a national headliner, has 
been doing standup comedy since he was a 
teenager, and he’s appeared on HBO and 
the syndicated Evening at the Improv. He 
grew up in Malden, the youngest of six 
children, and graduated from Emerson 
College in 1985 with a degree in theater 
education. 

Gautreau says he looks like a cross be- 
tween Robert DeNiro and Pee Wee Her- 
man, both staples of his act. He’s got the 
DeNiro intensity, with short black hair 
and dark eyes. But then he’s got thick, 
Pee-Wee-like glasses and a soft, small 
speaking voice. His conversation is 
marked by a mischievous grin, a raised 
eyebrow, and the phrase “Do you know 
what I’m saying?” 

On stage, he is anyone he chooses to be. 






STANDUP “is a kind of dialogue with the audience,” says comedy teacher Bob Gautreau, who charges $25 an hour for lessons. 


A character comic, he does killer send-ups 
of everyone from Sylvester Stallone to 
Edith Bunker, mixing in parodies of his 
family and gay camp. He is fast on his 
feet, feeding off the crowd’s energy and 
working reactions into his routine. 
“Standup is a kind of dialogue with the 
audience,” he says. . 

Gautreau started teaching comedy out 
of his basement in Wakefield five years 
ago. He’s had about 20 students in all. His 
teaching technique draws upon his back- 
ground in acting, musical theater, sketch 
comedy, and even a stint as a drag queen. 
He sometimes gives his own material to 
students: he taught a black woman his 
own hip-shaking Tina Turner and Diana 
Ross impressions. 

“The teaching is selective sculpting, ba- 
sically,” he says. “They’re making the 
model, and they bring in the clay. I’m just 
trying to figure where they should chisel 
away, what they can add on, how to make 
it look more appealing.” 

He generally works with students one- 
on-one, charging $25 an hour. “I’ve 
been told I’m the cheapest — I mean, 
the least expensive,” he says with his 
trademark grin. 

On a recent Monday night, he brings 
three of his students together to try out 
new material on each other. Gathered in 
the basement are Chappelle; Vain (her 
stage name), a single mother who has a 


















risqué routine on seeking sexual satisfac- 
tion; and Michael Bales, who works at an 
insurance agency. 

Bales, 28, of Medford, whose shtick in- 
volves being Jewish and a sex-crazed mo- 
ron, paces the black-and-white tiled floor 
as he delivers his new jokes. 

“I want to be able to come home one 
night and say that the Penthouse letters are 
true,” he says. He goes into a fantasy in 
which a gorgeous woman tells him she 
wants to sit on his face and ride his “great 
big... EARS.” 

’ Gautreau opens his mouth to speak, but 

Vain chimes in first. “That doesn’t make 
any sense.” she says. She shakes her head. 
“How can she ride your ears? There’s 
nothing there for us, honey. Unless you 
really know how to wiggle them. Your 
nose, maybe.” 

Bales stops and grins. “But I’ve got big 
ears,” he says, sheepishly. 

“You've got a big nose, too,” says Vain. 

Gautreau issues one of his generous bel- 
ly laughs. “There you go,” he says. 

“This is good, this is good,” Bales says. 
“You see, this is why I need a woman’s 
perspective.” 

Outside his basement office, Gautreau 
says once he’s worked with a student for a 
while he starts acting like a stage parent, 
checking out their act in clubs and giving 
them pre-show pep talks. 

“I may never have children,” says 
Gautreau, who is gay. “If I never do, these 
are my children, and my younger brothers 
and sisters, too.” 

Gautreau’s students say he’s the reason 
they’ve stuck with standup. “I had all this 
material, but I didn’t know how to pack- 
age it,” says Shari Linnock, who 
has studied with 
him for a year. @ 
“Bob helped me » 
break it down. I 
consider him my 
mentor. If I didn’t ® 
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“To some people, it’s innate. But it can 
be taught,” says Chris Nerney, a Newton 
comic who recently wrapped up, his first 
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gig as a comedy teacher. 


“There are lots of working comics now, 
headliners included, who were not, by na- 


ture, funny people. But they learned it 
as a craft. And they taught themselves 
to be funny through hard work,” 
Nerney says. 

The building blocks of the 
standup craft are the same no mat- 
ter who is teaching: the setup, the ® 
punch line, and the timing. (See @ 
“Vocabulary Test.”) If all three » 
aren’t working right, the comic 
needs to do some more homework. 

“Comedy is always suspense,” 
says Gautreau. “The setup builds ® 
reality, and the punch line-breaks @ 
it down. The joke is not ‘Take my @ 
wife, please.’ That is a punch 
line. The joke is: ‘Some people 
are so stupid.’ That’s the setup. 
‘Who’s stupid? Well, take my ® 
wife . . . please.’” 

But even a well-constructed @

zest and there’s no pause for a 
laugh after the punch. These el- 
ements are part of what comedy 
teachers call “selling the joke.” 
“You're saying, ‘Here’sa @ 
joke. Now laugh at it,’” Nerney @ 
explains. “You don’t betray @ 4g; 
fear, because an audience can 
smell fear. They really can.”

Many jokes need re-tooling. One stu- 
dent, Werner Gertje, who owns his own 
computer business, has a good setup 
about putting all our lawyers on a boat 
to Japan. But the punch line about a 
boating accident — “Imagine the eco- 
logical disaster” — falls flat. 

Nerney plays joke doctor. “Try ‘oil spill’ 
instead,” he says. “People hear lawyers 
and they think of oil. Lawyers are oily.” 

A few days later, at Laugh Lines, 
Gertje does the joke Nerney’s way. Bin- 
go: it gets a big laugh. And Gertje’s not 
the only one to tune up his act for the 
night; all the students appear polished 
and punchy. 

Granted, they’ve got an incredibly re- 
ceptive crowd, made up entirely of friends 
and family members. But the event is 
enough to whet students’ appetites to per- 
form comedy outside the classroom. 

“I'd been talking about doing this for 
nine years,” says Gertje. “Now I can’t wait 
to do it again.” He pauses, then adds: “I’m 
not selling my business just yet, though.” 

After the show, Nerney is beaming. “It 
went better than I ever would have expect- 
ed,” he says. “I just wish standup comedy 
could be this much fun all the time.” 

Do Nerney’s students, and the other 
standup comics-in-training out there, real- 
ly know what they’re in for? Do they know 
about the hecklers, the off nights, the 
chilly silence of a crowd refusing to laugh? 

“Hey, they’re adults,” Nerney says. 

According to Gautreau, if they suffer 
from the comedy curse they'll find out 
soon enough: “Once you’re bitten,” he 
says, “you just have to do it.” Q

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Before he opened Salamander, 
just over a year ago, you could 
have found chef and owner Stan 
Frankenthaler in many of Boston's 
finest kitchens. Most recently, he 
was a partner at the Blue Room, a 
stint that lasted two years, after 
which he sold.his shares to 
partners Chris Schlesinger and 
Cary Wheaton. Just prior to that, 
“One Night Stan” was known for 
his brief appearances in the 
kitchens of the East Coast Grill, 
Michela’s, Olives, and 
Hamersiey’s. His longest-held and 
most formative position was at 
the now-closed Jasper’s, where 
he spent four years. 


Stan’s passion for food surfaced at an early 
age. Although he counts among his favorite food- 
stuffs softshell crabs, squab, oysters, Delmonico 
steak, cherries, corn, lentils, wheatberries, and 
garlic, he willingly admits that his real love is 
sausage, which he considers to be “in a class by it- 
self, the perfect food.” This realization hit him in 
his early teens, when his family went to Europe 
and Stan found he had to try every country’s ver- 
sion of sausage and peppers. 

The first time I met Stan, he was teaching a 
bread-making class at Jasper’s. Now an occasional 
teacher at, among other schools, the Cambridge 
School of Culinary Arts, Boston University, and 
Dover Sherborn Adult Education, he’s a wonderful 
instructor. His attentiveness and his love of what he 
does are infectious. I walked out of that first class 
with dreams of becoming a chef. 

At Salamander, his restaurant near Kendall 
Square, Frankenthaler has made use of what he 
learned in his years of playing the field at other 
eateries. He’s carved out definite ideas about what 
makes a dining experience a success — ideas that 
thrill some and confuse others. We spoke about his 
theories over too many cups of coffee and a loaf of 
dark bread with fresh raspberry preserves.

Q: How did the concept of Salamander rise out 
of the Blue Room? If you'd bought the Blue Room 
instead of selling your shares in it to your partners, 
would it have turned into a Salamander-like 
restaurant? 

A: No, I don’t think it would have. There were 
some very important things about leaving the Blue 
Room that helped me establish what I wanted in 
Salamander. I think our differences really focused 
my attention on what restaurants are, versus what 
they should be. 

What I wanted to do at Salamander was to focus 
on the quality of the food we produce. I wanted ev- 
erything to be done on the premises — bread, pas- 
tries, all the food, butchering, garnishes, and ac- 
companiments. I didn’t want desserts to be refrig- 
erated or used the next day. I wanted customers to 
be given a lot of amenities: big napkins, big glasses, 
a steak knife that really feels like a steak knife, nice 
china, a comfortable chair, a place to hang your 
coat, reservations, someone to answer the phone at 
10 o’clock in the morning. I think there are tradi- 
tional values in the restaurant business that cus- 
tomers really respond to. Before | opened Salaman- 
der I used to ask customers what they missed in 
restaurants and the two biggest comments were 
reservations and tablecloths. 

Q: What do you think a tablecloth means to peo- 
ple? 

A: In a restaurant of a certain caliber and a cer- 
tain price, a tablecloth is an indication of comfort 
and elegance. It’s important. It’s very tactile. You’re 
going out to enjoy yourself, to treat yourself to 
things that are comforting. A tablecloth is part of it. 
All the tactile things in a restaurant are part of it. 

Q: What else? 

A: I wanted the space to be tactilely very rich. I 
wanted service to be very gracious, customers to 
have a lot of space around their table and on the 
table. The tables that we use are very large. Also, 
the way in which customers are spoken to is not a 
casual decision, it’s not up to the individual em- 
ployee. And of course the food — which is as im- 
portant as everything else — the food needs to be a 
little hard to figure out. I want food that you defi- 
nitely can’t make at home. To be a good restaura- 
teur is a balancing act of all the customers’ needs 
and, most truthfully, the business’s needs. 

Q: Why is it important to serve food that you 
can’t make at home? 
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A: It’s a reflection of the thoughtfulness that you 
put into your job, it’s a reflection of your skill level. 
If I’m doing my job, I should be able to produce 
food that you shouldn’t be able to, and that’s what I 
should serve at my restaurant. It’s something about 
who we are at Salamander and what we show you 
of our talent, but it’s also pride. We want to face 
the impossible task. 

Q: Do you use recipes? 

A: Yes. We have a good recipe file of everything 
we’ve done since day one. 

Q: Who creates the recipes? 

A: Most often, I have an idea for something or 
Arnis [Robeznieks, the pastry chef] and I will devel- 
op something together. What goes in the shop in 
terms of pastry is mostly up to Arnis and his assis- 
tant, Craig [Lavalley]. In the dining room, it’s gen- 
erally me and Jim Stringer, among others. We work 
a lot in the daytime on new ideas, and we don’t put 
them on the menu until we know they’re good. 
There’s a real process to it. 

Q: Where do you get your ideas? 

A: Driving down the street in the car; dreaming; 
seeing what comes in the back door — farmers 
who-come in with different things; how it feels out- 
side; things that customers say to us; reading; go- 
ing shopping in Chinatown. We buy stuff without 
knowing what the hell it is and try to make some- 
thing really great from it. 

Q: Who do you admire and respect in the food 
world? 

A: The person I’m closest to is definitely Jasper 
[White]. I respect him immensely and admire him. 
I feel very close to him. I genuinely love the man. 
He took me in as a young cook banging on his 
door every week. He never said, “Quit bothering 
me, you're a pest.” He always took time with peo- 
ple. He’s a great teacher, and he also taught me 
how important it is to be a good businessman. He’s 
a thought-filled chef and restaurateur, ‘and they’re 
not the same thing. I really respect Mark Miller [of 
the Coyote Café, in Santa Fe]. I think he’s amaz- 
ingly thought-filled, as well. He approaches every- 
thing with a great deal of intelligence and careful 
study. Alice Waters [of Chez Panisse, in Berkeley]. 
Who wouldn’t? Everybody who owns a restaurant 
or cooks in the United States should be sending her 
a thank-you note. 

It’s been an amazing privilege to have been 
around Julia Child. She’s the last of a generation. 
She’s one of the most encouraging people that I’ve 
ever met. Even now, she wants to go into the 
kitchen and see the cooks and tell them that they’re 
doing a nice job. 

Q: Are the cooks just thrilled when she comes into 
the back? 

A: They’re beside themselves, but they can’t do 
anything. You have to keep them away from hot 
pans. They’re all abuzz. 

Q: What is your goal when teaching people about 
cooking? 

A: When I teach at a culinary school, my respon- 
sibility is great. The students are paying a lot of 
money to derive some education. I say straight out 
that my intent for the class is for them to be very 
serious about what they’re doing, and that every- 
thing that they do is serious and important. Every 
step you take, every action you take matters. Don’t 
be fooled into thinking you’re a chef when you 
graduate. In school, you're allowed to make a lot of 
mistakes and the point is to learn from them, but 
when you work in a restaurant, everything you do 
counts. You can’t serve a mistake. 

Q: Do you get a sense of who will make it and 
who won't make it? 

A: Definitely. It’s probably their seriousness. 
Whether they ask good questions. Whether they 
understand the lesson being taught, whether they’re 
looking toward the end result, and the steps along 
the way. How they approach the work to be done. 
How they organize themselves. Whether or not 
they’re concerned about their knife skills. It’s a very 
serious profession, and there’s a huge amount of 
expectation from the customer when they come 
into the restaurant. 

Q: What about the home cook? 

A: When I’m teaching the home cook I want it to 
be fun, but I also want there to be a degree of seri- 
ousness that says there’s a process, a science be- 
hind this, a way to approach cooking that’s 
thoughtful, that has some rules. If you understand 
the raw ingredient you're working with, you can get 
from it something you intend to get from it. Would 
it be possible to move a good home cook into a 
more liberated state of cooking? Recipe-as-dogma 
is not a really good state to be in. The recipe might 
say mustard greens and the store doesn’t have 
them. Are you going to give up? 

Q: How do you think you move from reading the 
recipe to being more creative? 

A: I think it’s technique-driven. Do you under- 
stand the technique involved, and do you have the 
confidence in your ability? Can you develop confi- 
dence in the technique so you can rely on that in a 
less conscious way and then let your imagination 
run more wild? 

Q: Tell me where you like to eat when you're not 
at the restaurant. Honestly. 

A: I go out to eat all the time. On my night off, 
most often, we go out rather than cook at home. 
We go to Dali, India Palace in Union Square — 
they have really good bread there. We pick up a. 
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pizza at Figs sometimes; we go to Pho Pasteur, Po- 
modoro, Daddy-O’s, and we go to Biba. for brunch, 
which I really like. Upstairs at the Pudding for 
brunch. 

Q: How would you describe your style of cooking? 

A: It’s celebratory food. I like food that’s very 
aromatic, with an undertone of spice, some com- 
plexity, some surprise to it. One very important 
thing is balance of flavors. I think that the creation 
of a new dish should incorporate balance of flavor 
— some heavy spice with some very light, almost 
elusive fragrance. There’s a pairing and a contrast- 
ing of flavors and textures. 

Q: Is the customer always right? 

A: No. Obviously not. If you could get the 800 
people we serve each week to agree on one thing, 
then maybe. But you’re sitting at one table and 
you're cold, and someone sitting at another table is 
hot, and we don’t know what to do. Things like that 
put us in a difficult position. Maybe you don’t like 
the color green that I painted the walls. 

Q: People comment on that? 

A: Oh, sure. It’s the funniest thing. We feed 700 
to 800 people each week. If you went into each one 
of their homes, you would see an incredible differ- 
ence in styles, decorations, knickknacks they col- 
lect, the things in their refrigerator, what books are 
on their shelves. Yet they all come to one restaurant 
with 800 different ideas of taste and style, and you 
have to find ways of meeting their expectations and 
making them happy. So is the customer always 
right? That’s like saying was your mom always 
right. Is the president always right? Was the school 
principal always right? 

Q: Although you probably try to make them feel 
that they’re always right. 

A: We certainly want them to feel that they’ve 
gotten the things that they want or need. If you 
come in and say, “I want the tuna, and I know 
some places these days cook tuna rare, and I want 
mine well-done,” you’re going to get it well-done. 

Q: I’m surprised. A lot of places won't do that. 

A: No problem. My primary goal is not necessar- 
ily to dictate to you what degree of doneness you 
should eat your tuna. Yes, there are places that will 
tell you that you can’t get tuna well-done, but I 
think that’s ridiculous. We have far stranger re- 
quests. Like, “Can you put every element of the 
dish on a separate plate?” 

Q: Do you do it? Rice on one plate, spinach on 
another, tuna on yet another? 

A: We do it. If it’s a really horrible request, we 
won’t do it. The one thing we won’t do is take two 
dishes and split them on the same plate. 

Q: You won't do that? 

A: No, definitely not, that’s absurd. They don’t 
go together and none of the accompaniments were 
designed to go together. Presentation is a part of 
what we do. I’m not out to have a restaurant that is 
everything for everyone. We get our own crowd 
now, after a year, and that’s very good for us be- 
cause the customer who gets excited about what we 
do becomes a repeat customer. Developing a regu- 
lar customer base is really important to any restau- 
rant at any level. It’s a lot like how people choose 
friends. You form a relationship with people be- 
cause of their personalities, and restaurants have 
personalities. 

Q: Which brings us to the issue of what some peo- 
ple might refer to as the character flaws, the short- 
comings, in the personality of Salamander. I know 
that at least one reviewer has been offended by your 
reservation policy. 

A: We have had some criticism from customers 
about the difficulty of getting a reservation. Cus- 
tomers have never really understood that restau- 
rants are businesses, and the majority of them don’t 
want to understand that. In some ways, that makes 
sense, because you go to a restaurant to relax, to 
celebrate, to socialize. You’re not working, and 
you're not necessarily interested in the work going 
on around you. I think there is a misconception 
among customers that things should just happen 
automatically. We are profitable or not based on the 
number of people we feed. It is pretty simple. 
Restaurants operate on very small margins, and you 
can’t make up for a snowy night when no one 
comes in. 

Q: Wait. When you say that restaurants work on

small margins, come on. I just had a cap- 


puccino somewhere for $3.50. 

A: But still, if you were to call a restau- 
rant accountant, they’d tell you that, across 
the board, the profit margin is four to eight 
percent, and that’s not a huge amount. The 
coffee itself doesn’t cost a lot — that’s if 
you don’t waste it, if it doesn’t get spilled, if 
the employees don’t drink it, if you don’t 
throw it away because it got cold. The cup 
that you put it in costs as much as the cof- 
fee, if not more. There are a lot of associat- 
ed costs. People come up to me and say, 
“The food was really good, but I paid nine 
dollars for the duck leg,” and I am not at all 
hesitant to say, “You paid for a lot more 
than the duck leg. If you enjoyed the chair 
you sat in, the tablecloth you had at the 
table, the opportunity to have a reservation, 
the service...” 

Q: Then explain your reservation policy. 

A: We have a very careful 
strategy for taking reserva- 
tions. We take reservations 
so as to use our tables twice 
in one night, and we give 
each table two and a half 
hours, which is very gener- 
ous by comparison. We give 
large parties — eight to 12 
people — three hours. If 
you have 10 people that you 
would like to have dinner 
with, we provide you with 
enough time so that you can 
enjoy your meal at a com- 
fortable pace and socialize. 
There is a lot of socializing 
that takes place with a party 
of 10. Therefore, in order to 
book the table twice, we 
need you to come in at 6 or 
6:30, or at 9 or 9:30. We 
can’t give you that table at 
eight o’clock, or we would 
have to charge prices for 
our food that no one wants 
to pay. Similarly, even for a party of two, we 
want to give you a lot of time, we give you 
two and a half hours, not 90 minutes, so we 
don’t take eight o’clock reservations, be- 
cause we can’t maximize our business po- 
tential if we do that. We are very up-front 
about explaining this. 

The truth is, it’s all based on how the 
business needs to operate successfully. You 
know, we have a bank loan that we have to 
pay off, and we employ 40 people. This is a 
serious business, and restaurants court fi- 
nancial ruin weekly. 

Q: You've also been criticized for taking 
first names, asking for work phone numbers, 


| and confirming reservations. 


A: We take reservations very seriously. We 
are 80 percent by reservation, and we honor 
the reservations absolutely. They are sacred 
to us. If we are 15 minutes late in seating 
you, we feel like that’s a problem. We take it 
upon ourselves to confirm the reservation. 
We take your first name because if we’re 
calling you at work we would like to ask for

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Sally Sampson, as opposed to another 
Sampson. We want to be sure we get the 
right person. We like to call you in the day- 
time so we don’t intrude on your evening 
time at home. We take it upon ourselves to 
make that confirmation call, which costs us 
money and labor and time, because we feel 
it’s a service we should provide to you. 

Q: So if I call up and say I want a reser- 
vation for eight o’clock tomorrow night, and 
you say you're already booked, do you say, 
“Come at eight and take your chances at one | 
of the unreserved tables”? 

A: We say, “How many people are in 
your party? We have 6:30 available.” We try 
to get more information from you. We get 
criticized for that, but we’re trying to be 
helpful. If they say, “I have to have an eight 
o’clock reservation. Why can’t we have 
one?,” we say... 

Q: Talk to our accountant. 

A: Yeah. | 

Q: Do you want customers to tell you | 
when there’s a problem with a dish? Like if 
something’s too salty? | 

A: It’s a service to the restaurant for the | 
customer to send 
back a dish that 
has a problem. If 
something is too 
salty, we want to | 
know. I'd like to 
fix it. I’d like to 
cook it over. We 
try to supervise ev- 
erything, but it’s 
possible for some- 
thing to happen. 
It’s very important 
to get that kind of 
feedback from the 
customer. Of 
course, it matters | 
how they approach 
it. They just have 
to understand how 
much goes into 
making a restau- | 
rant happen. It’s | 
amazing how fast 
the diner can insult | 
the restaurant. 

Q: Is there anything you'd like to add? 

A: Lots of things. 

One of the things that I would love for | 
people to hear or think about is how much 
work goes into the time they spend in 
restaurants, and not just Salamander. All | 
the work here, and at a lot of other places, 
is done by hand. A huge amount of effort 
is made by a lot of skilled and very dedicat- 
ed people. A restaurant is not about one 
person. There are a lot of people, far more 
than just me, who make it happen on a 
daily basis. There’s a quote I love by Sir 
Walter Scott: “It’s not just fish we speak 
of, it’s men’s lives.” It’s really true. 

The reason you pay $18 for chicken at | 
Salamander or Olives or Providence is all 
the work that goes into it and all the people 
who’ve worked on it. And all the require- 
ments that are made of us in small business- 
es by the government and by our customers. 
It’s just that the people who work here are 
the ones that make it happen. They’re so 
wonderful and so positive. QO

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Chez Henri 


A French bistro with a 
distinct Cuban accent

n a blustery fall night 
with rain pouring down 
on .Harvard Square in 
thick sheets, entering 
the amber glow and 
pitched chatter of Chez Henri was a joy. 
It seemed just as a bistro should be: loud, 
casual, warm, and nourishing. Opened 
October 4 by chef-proprietor Paul 
O’Connell, of Brookline’s celebrated 
Providence, Chez Henri occupies the 
storefront near the corner of Mass Ave 
and Shepard Street, where for nearly half 
a century Chez Jean was a Cambridge 
landmark. Hanging above the sidewalk, 
Chez Henri’s brand-new red metal sign 
exudes that same air-of 
permanence; it feels classic, 
but with style — a premo- 
nition of things to come. 

For the menu, O’Connell 
and chef de cuisine Corin- 
na Mozo have taken a 
handful of bistro basics and 
given them a little some- 
thing extra — “a Cuban 
twist” the ads say — which 
lifts Chez Henri above the 
hidebound tradition that 
might constrain a more ge- 
netically pure French estab- 
lishment. The spinach salad 
($6.95) would have been 
ordinary, if wonderful — it 
came tossed with bacon 
and a pungent grainy-mus- 
tard vinaigrette — were it 
not topped with warm 
homemade tamales stuffed 
with duck and mild chilies. 
They were irresistible, every 
bit as soft and inviting as 
the mustard dressing was 
tart and percussive. 

A bowl of mussels ($5.95) 
was all tradition, bringing back memories 
of a tiny Parisian bistro. The steamed 
shellfish were fresh and plump, served in 
a creamy saffron broth. To soak up the 
broth were croites, grilled and saturated 
with garlic butter. When those were 
gone, good French bread filled in ad- 
mirably. A bowl for the empty shells, 
however, would have made it easier to 
keep slurping indefinitely. 

O’Connell has brought frogs’ legs back 
from wherever they disappeared to over 
the past 20 years: they came breaded and 
fried crisp, ima rich brown sauce loaded 
with garlic, lemon, and thyme ($7.95). 
Escargots ($7.95) seemed too restrained, 
however. A half-dozen fat snails were 
doused in_a garlic, butter, parsley, and 
cognac sauce, then stuffed back into dec- 
orative shells; although the snails were 
well-cooked, there wasn’t much sauce 
and the plate seemed lackluster. More 
successful was smoked salmon with frisée 
($8.95). A tangle of chicory in a tart 
lemon vinaigrette accompanied several 
generous slices of outstanding smoked 
salmon, a soft-poached egg, and brioche. 
It was like breakfast at dinner, at once 
tender and tangy, bracing and coddling. 

Among the entrees, the blanquette de 
veau ($13.95), a rich but delicately fla- 
vored veal stew, is the ideal winter com- 
fort food. It’s considered a dish for con- 
valescents in France, and with good rea- 
son: it makes you feel good. O’Connell 
juxtaposed sweet pearl onions and earthy 
shiitake mushrooms to bolster the stew, 
and he served it on a bed of thick, fresh 
pappardelle-style egg noodles. It’s one of 
the most popular dishes on the menu. 


Another is the steak frite ($18.95): a

pan-fried strip steak that came with an 
enormous haystack of crunchy, golden 
french fries. The bordelaise sauce on the 
steak was made with a sofrito base — 
lard with annatto and peppers — which 
gave it a smoky, sultry Caribbean flavor. 

Paella “Cuban style” ($16.95) was a 
rich melange of saffron rice, chicken, 
homemade chorizo sausage, and shellfish, 
and filled the air with garlic. The shrimp, 
however, were a little tough, as though 
overcooked, and the overall effect of the 
dish was oily. A small fillet of monkfish 
($17.95) was roasted until mahogany 
brown on the outside and tender inside, 
then served in a pool of cream sauce fla- 

vored with Calvados (apple 
brandy), with a huge por- 
tion of fried onion rings 
that were as lightly bat- 
tered as the finest tempura. 

Trout a la Meuniére 
($17.95), a butterflied filet 
of trout, was sweet and 
earthy, served in a brown- 
butter sauce with tender 
shrimps and capers. With 
it came new potatoes and 
long haricots verts sautéed | 
in butter. Since most of | 
Chez Henri’s entrees come 
without vegetables, side 
orders are a good idea — 
and at $3.95, big enough 
to share. The sautéed 
spinach was silky and 
loaded with garlic; to- 
stones (smashed and fried 
plantains) were crisp and 
sweetly starchy. 

Among the desserts 
($5.50), the lemon tart- 
lette is well worth saving 
room for — an individual- 

sized tart au citron in a buttery 
hazelnut crust. It came in a pool of | 
sharply minty créme anglaise with a few | 
raspberries, blackberries, and slices of 
starfruit. The baked feuillette de pommes 
was another tiny tart, filled with paper- 
thin apple slices, baked, and topped with 
appealingly bitter burnt-caramel ice 
cream. The gateau au chocolat was sim- 
ple, a slice of warm, rustic-looking dark- 
chocolate cake. 

Chez Henri’s Cuban influence came 
through in the sweet leche fondue: sugar, 
cream, and milk thickened to the consis- 
tency of honey, then dusted with cinna- 
mon and served as a dipping sauce with 
slices of kiwi, starfruit, strawberries, and 
orange. Bliss. 

Chez Henri serves strong dark-roast 
coffee and excellent espresso and cap- 
puccino, as well as a fine cup of tea. The 
wine list features several whites and reds 
between $15 and $30 a bottle, as well as 
finer vintages. A welcome convenience is 
a wine special — one red, one white — 
sold by the glass, half carafe, or bottle. 

In addition to the menu 4 la carte, 
Chez Henri offers a prix fixe three- 
course dinner for $28, which changes ev- 
ery three days. Service is friendly and un- 
affected, although halting at times, a for- 
givable problem in a start-up. Even 
though it opened only recently, Chez 
Henri is already drawing crowds, and 
reservations are wise. After 10 p.m., 
when the kitchen stops preparing the 
dinner menu, you can order off the 
shorter but no-less-tempting bar menu; 
its Cuban sandwiches and braised oxtails 
have already become famous. Chez Henri 
is one of the few genuinely smoky bars 
left in town. Cigars, anyone?

Q: What is a Pomme Frite?

Ave., 254-8309. $4-$6. Casual dining with 
old standards and terrific pizza. 

CAFE SHIRAZ, 1030 Comm. Ave. (All- 
ston), 566-8888. $10-$17 (lunch, $5). A 
large and pretty place, with a rotation of 
exotic Persian dishes in a generic Middle 
East and American kosher (meat) menu. 
Don't miss the soups, pilafs, kebabs, 
shishlik, and baklava. Open Saturday 
nights, but closed Friday nights and Sat- 
urday lunches.

CHEF CHOW’S HOUSE, 354 Chestnut 
Hill Ave. (Brighton), 566-2275. $4-$10. 
Not a top-notch Mandarin-Szechuan 
restaurant, but a big step up for Cleveland 
Circle. Go for steamed ravioli, spicy dish- 
es, and General Gau's chicken. (8/90) 
RAMA THAI, 181 Brighton Ave. (Osco 
Plaza, Allston), 783-2434. $5-$12. Big 
portions of vividly flavored food in hand- 
some surroundings. Cheap, cheap, 
cheap. Good with Thai rolls, tom yum 
goong soup, an outstanding pad Thai, fish 
choo chee, and a series of spicy and sour 
salads. (4/91) 

RANGOLI, 129 Brighton Ave., 562-0200. 
$5-$10. Something new to this area — 
South Indian food (generally spicier, more 
fried, and more vegetarian than the more 
familiar North Indian dishes). The dishes 
are so individualistically flavored that it's 
like Indian cuisine in technicolor. Espe- 
Cially the crunchy-sweet samosa-bhel, the 
Satisfying pav bhaji, masala dosa, and 
idli-sambhar. Or you can fall back on the 
familiar tandoori dishes, vindaloo, chaat, 
and such.

SAN FRANCISCO NOODLE HOUSE, 
1029 Comm. Ave. (Alliston), 783-5111, 
783-5115. $4-$11. Attracts a chic crowd 
of would-be Mandarins. Taiwan/Hong 
Kong-style food can be greasy, but you 
might like the soups, stuffed bean curd, 
clams with black-bean sauce, and other 
non-batter-fried delights. (2/94) 

UVA, 1418 Comm. Ave. (Brighton), 566- 
5670. $8-$16. A happening trattoria with a 
way-cool wine list. Superb antipasti and 
desserts. Try the grilled entrees. Or cus- 
tom-build your own pizza or dish of home- 
made pasta. No reservations, so you 
might have to wait outside for a table.

WING IT, 1153 Comm. Ave. (Aliston- 
Brighton), 783-BIRD (2473). $6-$15. Ac- 
tually better on chicken wings, which they 
make in 14 sauces, than on ribs. Big at- 
traction is free delivery. The place would 
be an excellent collegiate dive if it were a 
little bigger. (10/91) 


BACK BAY 
29 NEWBURY, 29 Newbury St., 536- 
0290. $12-$22. New American cuisine 
served in the kind of low-key-but-elegant 
atmopshere that defines lower Newbury 
Street. Works by local artists grace the 
walls; an outdoor café in the warm weath- 
er makes for ideal people-watching. 
ARMANI CAFE, 214 Newbury St., 437- 
0909. $10-$29 (lunch, $7-$15). Elegant 
room, if you ignore the standing joke of 
waiters in rumpled Nehru jackets.

0200. $9-$12. Southwestern cuisine fea- 
turing traditional dishes, fajitas, spicy 
foods. Lively bar scene. 

CAFE EUROSIA, 54 Arlington St. (Park 
Plaza Hotel, Park Sq.), 542-1616. $14- 
$23. A stylish fusion of the Pacific Rim 
and the Mediterranean Basin. Order the 
most unusual items: grilled-and-chilled ex- 
Otic fruit soup, stone-grilled meats or 
seafood, ginger-glazed salmon with cu- 
cumber-mint sauce, and especially the 
trio of fried ice creams with three sauces. 
More familiar food can seem, well, ordi- 
nary.

CALIFORNIA PIZZA KITCHEN, 800 
Boylston St., 492-0006. $6-$10. The 
food news is that Peking-duck pizza is 
here, and it’s good. The trend report is 
that tiramisu is turning into cheesecake. 
The feature story is that two prosecu- 
tors figured out how to make a chain 
restaurant with nice service and good 
food. Second location at 16-18 Eliot St., 
Cambridge (Harvard Sq.), 278-2121.

THE CAPITAL GRILLE, 359 Newbury 
St., 262-8900. $13-$25. New upscale 
steakhouse combines the distractions of 
its predecessors, but does offer aged 
Steaks almost as good as Morton's, in a 
tonier atmosphere. Overpriced wines and 
underpriced desserts. Stick to the protein 
(great swordfish, too) and salads, maybe 
the potatoes. (11/91) _ 

COTTONWOOD CAFE (downtown), 22 
Berkeley St., 247-2225. $8-$18 (lunch, $6- 
$10). Likeable, stylish, inauthentic, popular 
Santa Fe bar with nouvelle NuMex food. 
Younger, livelier tone than the similar 
Porter Square branch. Good salads and 
desserts, fun fusions like “cowboy pot 
Stickers,” Puebla duckling, Norma’s Zufi 
roll. For traditional tastes, the chili and the 
black-bean torta are nice. (2/93) 
GEOFFREY'S CAFE BAR, 651 Boylston 
St., 437-6400. $6-$10. A long bar leading 
to a little back room in Matisse red, with 
cunningly presented bistro food. Sand- 
wiches, French toast, a quesadilla with 
Middle Eastern flavors, a wonderful beef 
bourguignon, grilled chicken and real 
mashed potatoes, bread pudding that 
tastes like Danish pastry. (1/93) 
GYUHAMA, 827 Boylston St., 437-0188. 
$5-$14. Superior sushi, lobster dishes, 
and specialties. 

HSIN HSIN CHINESE NOODLE 
RESTAURANT, 25 Mass. Ave., 536- 
9852. $3-$7. A great little restaurant with 
a short menu full of clean, sharp flavors. 
Emphasizing soups and noodles, the 
menu draws from all regions, with a 
Slight tendency toward the hot-and-spicy 
seasonings of the Southwest. Try the 
vast and delectable scallion pancake, 
and the house-special pan-fried noodles. 
(6/92) 

INDIA SAMRAAT, 51a Mass. Ave., 247- 
0718. $6-$8. Small, sparsely decorated, 
and running to small entrees, but the chef 
has a firm hand on the standard curries 
and the condiment tray. Homemade 
cheese sparks the vegetarian list; lamb 
jalfrozie and chicken tikka masala for rich- 
ly flavored sauces. Great tea. (3/91) 
KASHMIR, 279 Newbury St., 536-1695. 
$9-$17 (lunch, $4-$6). At last, an Indian 
restaurant as beautifully decorated and de- 
signed as the fancy Thai restaurants. Plen- 
ty of wham in the food, too, from the 





shrimp samosas and humble vegetarian 
Curries up to the tandoori rack of lamb, pre- 
sented with the chops impaled on swords. 
As the name suggests, the strengths are 
tandoori (don’t miss the nan) and creamy 
sauces with real cilantro. (11/92) 

LIBRARY GRILL (at the Hampshire Hotel), 
84 Beacon St., 227-9600. $15-$25. Seafood 
is the specialty, but the menu is still quite 
varied. There is also live entertainment and 
a great view of the Public Garden. 
MIRABELLE, 85 Newbury St., 859-4848. 
$16-$25. Small, beautiful in an old-fash- 
ioned way, and reviving service without an 
attitude, Mirabelle rises or falls on its con- 
servative menu. If you feel like you've sur- 
vived another tough year of experimental 
cuisine, this is where you should go on 
your birthday. Wine list consists entirely of 
reasonably priced half-bottles. (4/93) 
MIYAKO, 279a Newbury St., 236-0222. 
$11-$23. The strengths are service, 
sushi-by-the-piece, and a long list of un- 
usual appetizers and small plates. Vege- 
tarians have the most novel choices, but 
the familiar dishes are there, including a 
smoked-salmon cocktail served to look 
like sashimi. Minimalist blue-gray space 
rewards dressing up. (10/93) 

MORTON'S, 1 Exeter Plaza (Boylston at 
Exeter), 266-5858. $13-$23. A modern re- 
construction of a Chicago steak house. 
Surely one of the last upscale restaurants 
in Boston where one can smoke a cigar 
without objections (even from us: the ven- 
tilation is excellent). Withal, a custom- 
aged porterhouse steak of unimaginable 
flavor and tenderness. (9/88) 

THE OTHER SIDE COSMIC CAFE, 407 
Newbury St. Ext., 536-9477. $4-$7. New 
Bohemian café with film-noir booths over- 
looking the alley, a beatnik living room up 
on the balcony. Cheap west-coast sand- 
wiches (on terrific breads) and fresh 
juices, including “a dose of wheatgrass 
juice.” Homemade pie. Seattle sound- 
track. (12/92) 

PARISH CAFE, 361 Boylston Street, 247- 
4777. $5-$9. At last, a bar with sandwich- 
es named after celebrities, where the 
celebrities can actually cook. Chefs, in 
fact. Boston's celebrity chefs designed 
some nifty sandwiches and salads, and a 
young staff makes them with top-shelf in- 
gredients. And serves them with some in- 
teresting American wines and world 
beers. A conversation-maker for people 
interested in food. (12/92) 

PIGNOLI, 91 Park Plaza, 338-7500. $17- 
$25. Second restaurant by Lydia Shire, of 
Biba, less expensive and more focused 
on Italian foods. The main strategy seems 
to be unusual morsels. The bread basket 
and pesto is glorious, and there are many 
excellent moments, especially in the 
Starch departments. Initially a younger, 
hipper crowd than the nationally famous 
Biba. (9/94) 

THE RATTLESNAKE BAR, 384 Boylston 
St., 859-8555. $6-$14. Pan-American 
food with a Caribbean accent. Dress fan- 
cy/casual and eat better than usual. 
(7/91) 

SMALL PLANET BAR AND GRILL, 565 
Boylston St., 536-8993, 536-4477. $7-$16 
(lunch, $6-$9). More of a bar appealing to 
twentysomethings with good pizza, fried 
appetizers, and desserts like the power- 
chocolate “maniac brownie.” Stick with the 
quesadilla, fried conch, vegetable risotto,

Excellent bartenders 
who know how to mix a good drink. Supe- 
rior Sunday brunch and weekday, early- 
morning breakfast crowd.

Under- 
ground but elegant effort to sell a consis- 
tent Thai menu in the Back Bay. Excel 
lent porpia tod (spring rolls), and quality 
across the board, from the bland Thai 
crépe and tamarind duck to the pretty- 
darn-hot “choo chee fisherman.” (7/92) 
WILD GINGER BISTRO, 95 Mass. Ave., 
267-2868. $12 (grazing encouraged). 
“Asian tapas” in an intimate room. Fusion 
food is very chic, from crispy Thai shrimp 
in blackberry-brandy beurre blanc to gin- 
ger-infused fruit salad, and don’t miss 
the Korean spinach salad or the fried 
eggplant sandwiches with olive sauce in 
between. (6/94) 


BEACON HILL 
ANTONIO’S, 288 Cambridge St., 367- 
3310. $6-$10. Northern and Souther Ital 
ian menu, with a rotating list of specials. 
BLACK GOOSE, 21 Beacon St., 278-

better-than-basic bar food in a spectacu- 
lar location. Next to the State House in 
the renovated lobby of the former Belle- 
vue Hotel — Beaux Arts meets Postmod- 
ern. Boisterous inside; the terrace out- 
side is quieter. A lunch or after-work spot 
with inexpensive finger food to split; 
good shrimp and artichoke pizza, 
Caribbean chicken and seafood stew, 
tiramisu.

THE CHARLES RESTAURANT, 75 
Chestnut St., 523-4477. $14-$21. Quaint 
atmosphere in a small dining room. 
American/Italian menu with emphasis on 
seafood. Try the lobster pie. Boasts one 
of the best bartenders in the city. 

THE HUNGRY I, 871 Charles St., 227- 
3524. If you looked up “intimate” in the 
dictionary, you could find a picture of this 
tiny, cozy, utterly romantic restaurant, 
tucked downstairs off Charles Street. 
The food's wonderful, but you'll probably 
be too preoccupied gazing at your date 
to notice. 

ISTANBUL CAFE, 37 Bowdoin St., 227- 
3434. $4-$10. Tip-top Turkish food in a 
pleasantly Bohemian semi-basement on 
the back side of Beacon Hill. Fine appe- 
tizers like the fried sigara boreks, a really 
tasty vegetarian stuffed eggplant, terrific 
lamb kebab, and better, spicier adana 
kebab, swell Turkish coffee. (9/94) 

SIAM CAFE, 197 Cambridge St. 
(Charles River Plaza), 277-1431. $6-$12. 
At last, a Thai restaurant for the area of 
Mass General Hospital and the backside 
of Beacon Hill. Particularly strong on sa- 
tay and the seafood entrees. (5/92) 


CHARLESTOWN 
BARRETT’S, 2 Constitution Plaza, 
Charlestown, 242-9600. $9-$21. Ameri- 
can cuisine with a strong emphasis on 
seafood. 

FIGS, 67 Main St., 242-2229. $10-$17. A 
spin-off of Olives (see below), this is a 
tiny storefront operation serving innova- 
tive pizzas and pasta dishes. 

OLIVES, 10 City Square, 242-1999. $15- 
$29. Fairly expensive, and expect a long 
wait unless you're a celebrity. But worth 
every cent and minute. The Pan-Mediter- 
ranean cuisine here is served with a shot 
of pure genius, making it one of Boston's 
best (and most sophisticated) eateries. 
The dishes — from the classic Olives tart 
to the “falling chocolate cake” — are so 
inspired it's hard to believe they're not 
Classics. (4/95) 

THE WARREN TAVERN, 2 Pleasant St., 
241-8142. $7-$14 (lunch, $5-$7). A pub- 
style restaurant serving seafood, pasta 
dishes, and daily specials. 


CHINATOWN 
ASIAN GARDEN SEAFOOD RESTAU- 
RANT, 46 Beach St. (basement), 695- 
1646, 695-1651. $3-$17. Live tanks in 
the basement entrance promise superb 
Hong Kong-style seafood. The kitchen 
delivers with fresh eel, whole roe scal- 
lops, lobster, crab, and fish in brilliant 
treatments. Authentic hot pots, Chinese 
broccoli in oyster sauce, and a comfort- 
ing dessert of hot tapioca in coconut 
milk. Friendly place, too, and a cut 
cheaper. (1/92) 
BA DAT RESTAURANT, 28 Harrison 
Ave., 426-8838. $4-$7. Very nice pho in 
numerous variations in a quiet storefront. 
(6/94) 
BUDDHA'S DELIGHT, 5 Beach St., 451- 
2395. $4-$10. Chinese and Vietnamese 
Buddhist-temple cuisine, strictly vegan 
(except for condensed milk in some 
drinks) imitations of your favorite shrimp, 
pork, and egg dishes. I've seen better vi- 
sual work in this tradition, but it didn’t 
taste as good as the best here: spring 
rolls, summer rolls, nam vang noodle 
soup, hot-and-sour soup, moo shi, Lake 
Tung-ting “shrimp,” and anything spicy or 
with lemongrass. Good coffee. Weird 
desserts. (2/92) 
CHINA PEARL, 9 Tyler St., 426-4338. 
$6-$16. Actually the perfect three-gener- 
ational night out, as this revived dinosaur 
of Chinatown scores with fried goodies 
for the kids, authentic Hong Kong and 
Cantonese-style seafood for the parents, 
and spirited Chinese-American classics 
for the grandparent generation. Superb 
soups for all. Lunch and late-night dim 
sum. (8/91) 
EAST OCEAN CITY, 25-29 Beach St., 
542-2504, -4223. $4-$15. New and 
handsomely decorated Cantonese-Hong 
Kong restaurant that actually nets a fish 





from the dining-room tank for your 
steamed fish. You can taste the differ- 
ence. Good house special soup, clams in 
black-bean sauce, king tou spares, and 
chow foon as well. Late hours, full liquor 
license. Dress up a little. (9/92) 

GRAND CHAU CHOW, 41-45 Beach 
St., 292-5166. $4-$22. A fancier supple- 
ment to the popular Chau Chow Seafood 
Restaurant across the street, with good 
versions of every imaginable Chinese 
dish, but concentrating on Cantonese- 
style seafood and specialties of the Chau 
Chow people from Swatow and South- 
east Asia. Notice the Swatowese 
dumpling soup, vinegar dips, grey sole 
with fried fins and bones, sautéed pea 
tendrils, and a surprising General Gau's 
chicken. (1/94) 

IMPERIAL SEAFOOD RESTAURANT, 
70 Beach St., 426-8543. $6-$27. The 
downstairs of the famous dim sum restau- 
rant, full of big round tables for large 
groups on medium-celebratory occasions. 
The best of an overly inclusive menu are 
the ambitious Cantonese classics: 
steamed fish; lobster Chinese style; Impe- 
rial egg roll; roast duck; clams in black- 
bean sauce. Lavishly redecorated with live 
fish and lobster tanks, without losing the 
rococo, kitschy sense of the thing. (7/94) 
LEI JING, 20 Hudson Street, 292-6328. 
$8-$35. Everything from won ton soup to 
a three-course Peking duck, but the em- 
phasis is on South Chinese banquet 
dishes in a more formal and expensive 
dining room. Recommended: the beef 
teriyaki, steamed minced shrimp balls, 
clams with black bean sauce, and taking 
a chance on dessert. (6/95) 

NEW SHANGHAI RESTAURANT, 21 
Hudson St., 338-6688. $8-$17. China- 
town's venerable Szechuan palace refur- 
bished and refocused on Shanghai cold 
appetizers and soy-based stews. Five- 
spice beef and duck, crispy eel (out- 
standing, no joke), crispy scallops with 
black-pepper sauce, steamed prawns 
with garlic, whole fish with braised bean 
curd — a consistently fine meal hand- 
somely served. You could dress up for 
this. (4/94) 

PEOPLE’S CAFETERIA, 21-23 Edin- 
boro St., 482-7328. $4-$11. Not a real 
cafeteria, but fewer frills and lower prices 
than most of the current wave in China- 
town. You could make this your personal 
chow foon palace, but I’d also feast on 
lobster in ginger and scallion, clams in 
black-bean sauce, and salt-and-pepper 
squid. (9/93) 

PEKING CUISINE, 10. Tyler St., 542- 
5857. $3-$9. Formerly known as China 
Grove, this, family-style restaurant con- 
tinues in the Mandarin and Szechuan 
tradition of its predecessor. Serves both 
standard Chinese fare as well as more 
adventuresome dishes like scallops with 
black-pepper sauce and sautéed eel with 
yellow leeks. 

PHO BANG, 7 Beach St., 422-0501. $4- 
$7. Small, clean pho shop with some of 
the best beef broth in the galaxy, made 
up into enormous noodle soups with vari- 
ous mix-ins. At these prices, start with all 
of them. (12/92) 

PHO BOLSA RESTAURANT, 1 Stuart 
St., 695-1843. $4-$6. A good attempt to 
market Vietnamese soup with a user- 
friendly menu describing the usual 18 
variations of pho with encouraging En- 
glish prose. The soup is very close to 
what you can get with a little more 
courage elsewhere, once you've had a 
few experiences at Pho Bolsa. Stir-fries 
less reliable. (6/93) 

PHO PASTEUR, 8 Kneeland St., 451- 
0247. $3-$5. Superb specialist in noodle 
soups, beef or chicken based, with a va- 
riety of mix-ins. Also a line of drinks and 
desserts, and some, like “avocado juice” 
(actually a luscious milkshake), that are 
both. Small, homey, clean. (9/89) 


COPLEY /PRUDENTIAL

Sonicnet 


If someone told you about a new magazine that featured writers like Patti Smith guitarist Lenny 
Kaye reviewing Green Day’s new album and musicians like Shudder To Think drummer Adam 
Wade reporting on a Gastr Del Sol show in DC, would you be intrigued? Well, that magazine 
doesn’t exist. But Sonicnet — a new site on the World Wide Web that covers the music scenes in 
five cities, including Boston, and features Nirvana biographer Michael Azerrad as its music edi- 
tor and the reviews mentioned above — is as real as Windows ’95. And unlike most magazines, 
it won’t set you back a couple of bucks because like everything else on the WWW it’s just a local 


Sonicnet began in 1994 as a Bulletin Board Service devoted to alternative culture. It gained 
gobs of attention with “Mystery Melrose Theatre,” a weekly, interactive Rocky Horror/MST3K- 
style treatment of Melrose Place. The official Sonicnet website, which was unveiled on October 
5, is geared primarily to alternative rock and underground culture. 

The Sonicnet website courts the paperless medium as it was meant to be courted, resulting in 
a look slicker than most palpable music rags and sheer volume comparable to the CD-ROM peri- 
odical Blender. Record reviews feature sound samples built into the text; live reviews are written 
in a play-by-play style and posted weekly; and, of course, user participation is encouraged. You 
can add your own suggestions to the Sonicnet postings for shows in each of the five cities it tar- 
gets — Boston, New York, Chicago, Washington, and San Francisco. You can even post your own 


For interactive options, Sonicnet offers regular-feature chats like the “Hardcore Conference,” 
which has boasted appearances by punk luminaries like Murphy’s Law. Other chat coups include 
David Byrne, Bob Mould, Steve Albini, and promising upcoming visits from Superchunk, Moby, 


Sonicnet remains dependent on its audience. In the “Rant Dog Rant” section, which present- 
ly offers a modest proposal—esque essay titled “Resolved: It’s Time To Kill the Poor,” reader reac- 
tions are posted. The drawback to any user-driven forum is “noise” — the juvenile arguments 
and “sucks/rules” judgment calls. But by running professional articles, Sonicnet ensures that 
there'll always be something worth reading underneath the bells and whistles.

FEELIX AND FEELICIA 


With a wistful glance back at Ali Creatures Great and Small, the 
Monets at the MFA, Bruckner’s Ninth Symphony, and Balan- 
chine’s Robert Schumann's “Davidsbundlertanze,” it’s got to 
be those two stuffed honeys from Filene’s, Feelix and Feelicia.

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KING LEAR 


Oh, reason not the need. Like Nigel Hawthorne 
coming out of his porphyrian rave in The Madness 
of George Ill, one needs regular immersions in King 
Lear. Not so much for the story of a parental snit 
that leads to the brink of the Abyss; certainly not 
for the Dynastylike doings among Goneril, Regan, 
and Edmund. But the thunderous, elemental 
majesty and bleak modernity of Lear are unequaled 
even in the Shakespeare canon. Curiously, most of 
the Lears | have seen — Morris Carnovsky, F. Mur- 
ray Abraham, Laurence Olivier on television — have 
been intelligent but subdued, possibly making the 
play, which it is arguably masochistic to love, bear- 
able. 

But what so moves me about King Lear is the 
way it stretches from the naked howl of prehistory 
to the barren landscape of the Absurd. “What a 
‘piece of work is a man!” rhapsodizes Hamlet 
(though he admits that, in his soul sickness, said 
work delights not him). “As flies to wanton boys are 
we to the gods,” realizes blind Gloucester. Hamlet 
is a very great play, but it wound up in the libretto 
of Hair. Lear, in all its appalling pessimism and 
tenderness, wound up in the bones of Beckett.

DAVID COPPERFIELD 


I love Charles Dickens’s novels the way I love D.W. 
Griffith’s movies. Powerful rivers of emotion rush 
through them; you get drenched. Some people hate 
the fact that you can’t wait safely on the shore, but 
that’s exactly what I’ve always loved about Dickens 
— that you can’t make it to the end of one of his 
books unaltered. 

That’s especially true, for me, of his peerless bil- 
dungsroman David Copperfield, a long, winding 
journey of a novel that begins with “I Am Born” and 
ends with the prize of a serene second marriage. At 
the center is the poignant and universal story of the 
death of heroism. In boarding school, David is be- 
friended by an older boy, Steerforth, who takes on 
the role of his protector. Our loyalties to our first 
hero die hard; Steerforth is a bastard, but it takes 
David almost the entire length of the novel to see 
that-he’s been living under an error of judgment. 
(This tale of moral growth that ultimately outdis- 
tances childhood loyalties must have rung true for 
other readers, too. Graham Greene’s script for The 
Third Man recasts David’s dilemma, setting it in 
postwar Vienna.) Another way of putting it is to say 
that it takes him until the end of the book to become 
a man, which is also true of Pip in Great Expecta- 
tions and of the most Dickensian hero in movies, 
Apu in Satyajit Ray’s Apu Trilogy. The seaside scene 
in which David's vision clears is written in Dickens’s 
most rhapsodic prose. I think it’s the most exquisite 
passage in any novel written in English.

LEONARD COHEN 


Melancholy is a satisfying but delicate state of mind, 
requiring the sublimation of despair into entertain- 
ment, the fusion of existential pain with aesthetic 
pleasure. Proper music is a must, and whenever | 
want to get a lift out of being down in the dumps, | 
tune into Leonard Cohen: The Best Of. It’s a lyrical 
soupcon of angst, trauma, psychosis, and savage 
irony ranging from the relentless two-note (Cohen 
knows only two, and they’re more than enough) theme 
of “The Partisan,” with its tale of hopeless struggle 
mourned by a haunting French female chorus, to the 
intimations of suicide in “Who by Fire” and “Famous 
Blue Raincoat,” to that epitaph to lost love, “Chelsea 
Hotel No. 2,” which ends with the upbeat quatrain “| 
don’t mean to suggest that | loved you the best/I 
can’t keep track of each fallen robin/| remember you 
well in the Chelsea Hotel/That’s all, | don’t think of 
you that often.” Every hope, joy, or desire is laid to 
waste with panache and cheery pathos. Cohen is the 
melancholic cure for the wintertime blues.

BEN JONSON 


My favorite playwright is Ben Jonson, the greatest second 
banana in theater history. If Shakespeare hadn’t con- 
quered the Elizabethan age, Jonson would be remem- 
bered as its major dramatist for his marvelous black 
comedies, which chronicle the chaotic transition from 
feudalism to capitalism. The cascading language of 
Volpone and The Alchemist, their poetry of boundless ac- 
quisitiveness, of furious, invigorating selfishness, also re- 
flects the contradictions in this writer’s mix of intimidat- 
ing classical learning and breathtaking bathroom humor. 
The Bard, wise to the way of the box office, lifts spec- 
tators out of the pettiness of their lives. Ever the cantan- 
kerous moralist, Jonson rubs our noses in the vitality 
and venality of everyday life. A hard-drinking duelist 
and loyal friend, a freelance writer who died poor and 
sick but with a pen in his hand, Jonson is, in the words 
of dramatist John Arden, “an embarrassment to the tidy 
mind.” In an age rife with merger junkies and junk- 
bond shysters, we need this satiric carouser now more 
than ever: “Well I will scourge those apes/And to these 
courteous eyes oppose a mirror/As large as is the stage, 
whereon we act/Where they shall see the times deformi- 
tie/Anatomiz’d in every nerve and sinew/With constant 


courage, and contempt of fear.”

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THE APU TRILOGY 


I've always thought there was a certain smugness to 
the kind of nature lovers who'd hold up a flower and 
say, “Man can’t make anything this beautiful.” It takes 
more guts, | think, to hold up a work of art created by 
a person and Say, “It’s no flower, but it sure comes 
close.” 

That's how | feel about Pather Panchali, Aparajito, 
and The World of Apu, three movies (known as the Apu 
Trilogy) made by Satyajit Ray in the "50s. Their plots 
can be summed up simply: they follow the hero, Apu, 
from childhood to adulthood, enveloping in their narra- 
tive the loss of his sister and parents, his schooling in 
Calcutta, his blissful and painfully brief married life, 
and his acceptance of fatherhood. Languorous, lumi- 
nous, and profoundly moving, they draw huge loops 
much larger than themselves, and they seem to stop 
time. Their images — a little girl pulling a litter of kit- 
tens from their hiding place in a jug to give them a 
saucer of milk; a dark flock of birds, backlit against a 
jewel-toned sky, that startle and scatter at the mo- 
ment of Apu’s father’s death — insistently replay 
themselves in my memory as music. They sound to 
me something like Coltrane, who, like Ray, knew that 
a small phrase can speak volumes, but so much of 
the truth lurks in pockets of silence. God is in the de- 
tails, Ray knew, and also in the spaces.

“TO AUTUMN” 


In this 200th-birthday-year of John Keats, who died of 
TB at 25 and asked that his epitaph read “Here lies 
one whose name was writ in water,” let’s choose his 
last lyric masterpiece, the September Song of his 24th 
year, the ode “To Autumn,” with its almost excessive, 
kinetic, kinesthetic, gorgeous-to-the-point-of-erotic, yet 
profoundly reticent and deeply moving images of the 
possibilities of fruition and acceptance of mortality. 
Shakespeare’s Edgar tells his blind father who wants 
to die, “Ripeness is all.” Keats’s poem may be the 
richest embodiment of that idea. Is there anything sex- 
ier in English than his infinitives (“To bend with apples 
the mossed cottage-trees . . . To swell the gourd, and 
plump the hazel shells/With a sweet kernel”), scarier 
than his vision of the cider press (with its “last ooz- 
ings hours by hours”), or more precariously calm than 
his final images of departure and farewell (“The red- 
breast whistles from a garden-croft;/And gathering 
swallows twitter in the skies”)?

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GIBSON LES PAUL GUITARS 


From my first recollections of hearing a guitar — 
Luther Perkins percolating the boogie-woogie behind 
Johnny Cash — I've loved their sound: the deep reso- 
nance of the strings, the lush ring of full chords, the 
orchestral backing they provide a singer, the hectoring . 
authority of a knotty lead or the spiritual uplift of 
something like the sweet sting of Eric Clapton's crying 
solo in “Bell Bottom Blues,” or Jeff Beck's passionate 
volume-swell sighs in his tribute to the now-dead ge- 
nius Roy Buchanan, or the choppy face smacks of 
punk. | think the essence of everything we can feel or 
understand in this world lies somewhere along the 
fretboard, if only we can find it. Guitar as a metaphor 
for life . . . or a blade of grass. 

For me, the most magnificent of these magnificent 
beasts is the contoured beauty the Gibson company 
named after its inventor, that now-crusty old hot shit 


up. But the payoff is significant: tone richer than 
sweet cream, notes that hang in the air as though 
sung over a canyon, and a bottom end that, when 
overdriven just right, yields a sonic fog darker than 
storm clouds. The necks change depending on the 
vintage and luthier: some fat, some thinner, some 
flatter. The colors run from classics like Cherry Sun- 
burst or gold or basic black to more flattering and 
flamboyant shades, like my 1960 reissue in transpar- 
ent magenta over curly maple wood. It’s a work of art 
as well as an instrument, albeit one whose basic de- 
sign — that gently curved cutaway, the convex top — 
has remained constant since the '50s. But for a play- 
er, to spend time with the right Les Paul is to find a 
beautiful lifelong friend, a source of limitless conversa- 
tion and ideas and energy and inspiration and solace 
and escape.

THE THIN BLUE LINE 


Yes, this 1988, 90-minute documentary directed by Er- 
rol Morris is great muckraking: a wrongly convicted 
murderer was sprung from a Texas prison after the film 
dissected the evidence and all but elicited an on-camera 
confession from the real murderer. But for me, God is 
in the cathexis of human detail against the social back- 
drop of the Dallas County court system, and in the 
style: austere, elegiac, tragic, comic. The “dramatiza- 
tion” of the crime has since become a hack staple of 
Rescue 911 and Unsolved Mysteries. And the talking 
heads are the oldest, most uncinematic of devices. But 
Morris’s dreamlike juxtapositions and subdued lighting, 
the accumulation of testimony and interwoven biogra- 
phies, and Philip Glass’s score all contribute to the 
film’s dark, Freudian undercurrent. The characters re- 
sist stereotype: the small-town Texas cop who catches 
the real culprit, the hefty court-appointed defense attor- 
ney who fills the screen like a soft-sculpture pyramid, 
the judge who lectures us on the “thin blue line” of po- 
lice protection that separates civilization from chaos, 
and Randall Dale Adams, Kentucky-born drifter and 
railroaded death-row inmate — bitter, laconic, philo- . 
sophical, down-home — who recalls the words of his 
mother: “If ever there was a Hell on Earth, it’s Dallas 
County.”

the English actor is about to assay Shake- 
speare’s last stand, making his stateside stage 
debut as Prospero in the American Repertory 
Theatre’s production of The Tempest 
(November 24 through December 31). Amer- 
icans, however, may recognize Freeman from 
movies and television — he 
spent a year as a menacing 
Nazi on Falcon Crest, was 
Indiana Jones’s nemesis in 
Raiders of the Lost Ark, 
and, most recently, por- 
trayed archvillain Ivan 
Ooze in Mighty Morphin 
Power Rangers. 

From Ivan Ooze to Pros- 
pero seems a leap worthy 
of Indiana Jones atop a 
moving train. Indeed, be- 
deviling cartoon characters 
garnered Freeman more at- 
tention than bedeviling 
Ariel and Caliban ever will. 
“There was a lot of publici- 
ty,” he admits. “And espe- 
cially the publicity here was 
on the level of, what’s a 
Shakespearean actor doing 
in a movie like this?” So, 
what was a Shakespearean 
actor doing dispensing nas- 
tiness in a prosthetic get-up 
that placed him somewhere 
between King Lear and a 
Wookie? “Actually, I’m not 
a Shakespearean actor. I 
suppose I am in American 
terms, but in English terms 
I don’t spend my life doing 
Shakespeare. I’ve done far 
more new plays than 
Shakespeare.” 

Indeed, Freeman’s re- 
cent London credits in- 
clude, in addition to stints 
as Claudius in Hamlet 
| and Oberon in A Mid- 
summer Night’s Dream, 
the role of the husband in 
Death and the Maiden 
and the Jonsonianly 
monikered Paul Cash, a 
ruthless ad exec in Doug 
Lucie’s play Fashion. He 
is also in The House of 





four-episode new addi- 
tion to the superb BBC series about evil in 
high Tory places. “I play a good person, a 
good Conservative — obviously not based 
on any real person,” deadpans the vehe- 
| mently left-wing Freeman. 
About Prospero, not entirely a good person, 
he has more to say. Like Oberon and Ivan, 
Freeman points out, Prospero is a magician. 
Director Ron Daniels, who is Brazilian, in- 
tends to push that envelope toward voodoo 
and Umbanda — an idea with which Freeman 
(who’s toting a book on shamanism) enthusi- 
astically agrees. “We're pushing the magic to 
| an extreme, so it’s very magical, we hope, and 

pushing the sort of confrontation between the 
| Old World of Europe and the New World, 
wherever this island is.” 

But are the arts that Prospero abjures at 
the end of the play black? “There is not real- 
ly a controversy in the literature about Pros- 
pero as a magician because people seem to 
be intent on proving that he’s a good magi- 
cian and a white magician, ignoring lines 
where he actually says that he’s on the verge.

He’s dealing with spirits; he’s dealt with the 
devil’s mistress in the form of the witch 
Sycorax. He actually says, ‘I’ve opened 
graves.’ And none of the editors mentions 
this. it’s very interesting how they see some- 
thing about a hero that can’t be damaging in 
the way they perceive black magic as being 
damaging. 

“On the other hand, I’ve very keen — and 
this is the first thing I said to Ron when we 
spoke about this over the phone — I said, 
‘My perception of Prospero and The Tem- 
pest has always been that it’s a much funnier 
play than it’s allowed to be.’ | remember

Gielgud, who'd played it about four or five 
times, said that he didn’t think there was any 
comedy in Prospero.” Freeman’s notion of 
the role, however, was forged on quite a dif- 
ferent actor ——- Tom Jones life force Hugh 
Griffith, to whose Prospero he once played 
Ferdinand. “In fact, there’s a sort of Welsh- 
ness creeping into the way I’m doing it, 
which I know is his spirit, if you like. And 
that’s because, as an Englishman, it’s not 
easy to get in touch with that sort of direct 
emotional and spiritual access. The Welsh 
and the Scots and the Irish, that’s their 
function inside Great Britain — to provide 
the rest of us with magic.” 

So, just where are the yuks in Prospero? 
According to Freeman, they’re in his asides 
to the audience. Also, “There’s an enor- 
mous amount of the play where Prospero is 
like the stage manager. He’s encouraging 
the audience to watch his tricks and saying, 
‘Didn't that go well?’ And he’s surprised 
himself that it goes well. It’s very common 
that he’s made into a sort of imperious, ma-

gus-like figure. I thought it was important 
to convey his insecurity about whether the 
tricks will work.” 

One thing that works for Freeman is 
Americans actors’ less plummily Gielgudi- 
an approach to the Bard. “In England,” he 
sniffs, “we’re very trapped in the whole 
class approach to Shakespeare. I mean 
that all the plays. are seen as very much 
‘about hierarchies. We have a terrible con- 
descension toward the agricultural or 
working-class figures in Shakespeare; we 
put them in condescending, working-class 
accents. Shakespeare didn’t speak in the 

way we speak now. Shake- 
ERIC ANTONIOU speare spoke much more 
§ like an American.” 

Moreover, among those 
Freeman blames for this 
English tonying of the 
Bard is — no, not Gielgud 
— Margaret Thatcher, 
whose tenure as prime 
minister he regards as “all 
about venerating the Royal 
Family, venerating the sta- 
tus quo, making it very 
clear that the people who 
were perceived as the un- 
derclass were in some way 
stupid. That doesn’t hap- 
pen at all here; there’s no 
distinction amongst the 
company here about the 
way people speak. In Eng- 
land, there’s this concept 
that if someone is working 
class, then they can’t play 
a prince or a king.” 

As for Freeman’s trained 
voice and English accent 
setting him apart, “I’m 
afraid there’s nothing I can 
do about that. But in fact, 
mainly because of this 
Welsh wizard from Hugh 
Griffith that’s in my head, I 
can’t quite get away from 
some sort of Welsh feeling 
about it, so it’s much gruffer 
and rougher. I certainly 
haven’t been trying to speak 
beautifully.” 

In one scene, at least, he 
hasn’t even been trying to 
speak Shakespeare — 
and, as a furloughed En- 
glishman unhappy with 
what he perceives as the 
creeping conservatism of 
the British theater, he’s 
thrilled. “I don’t think you 
have the unhealthy rever- 
ence for words that we do. 
Like the masque in The 
Tempest, which we’re rewriting.” Freeman 
refers, of course, to the entertainment 
Prospero conjures to celebrate the union of 
Miranda with Ferdinand. It’s now the col- 
laboration of “Shakespeare and an anthro- 
pologist.” 

“Instead of being about Greco-Roman 
goddesses, Juno, Ceres, and Iris, it fea- 
tures Europa, America, and Africa. It’s 
the whole synthesis of the human race. 
What he’s done is taken that idea about 
these Greco-Roman goddesses coming 
out and giving the youngsters fertility as a 
gift and said it’s the bringing together of 
the races — island people with Euro- 
peans, going off to make the next civiliza- 
tion. You know, that scene’s usually done 
with rather bad mock-Purcell — very te- 
dious. Anyway, I’m very pleased with 
what they’re doing. They’ve married Eu- 
ropean music now to African-American 
music and come out with samba. So it will 
be a carnival, which I think is great.” 
Gielgud, get your maracas! Q

gatha Christie’s The Mouse- 
trap offers a genuine mys- 
tery, but that has nothing to 
do with murder. Rather, it’s 
the puzzlement of how a the- 
ater work this thin and obvious can have run 
continuously in London since 1952 — some 
18,000 performances, making it the longest- 
running play in the history of the English 
language. Of course, in the last 43 years, 
our mystery senses have been honed by ev- 
erything from Perry Mason to the O.]J. trial, 
to say nothing of the film and TV produc- 
tions featuring Christie’s own fictional 
sleuths Jane Marple and Hercule Poirot. But 
the truth is, even Murder, She Wrote pro- 
vides more texture — and more of a chal- 
lenge — than this chestnut. 

The formula premise has everyone 
snowed in at an English country house — 
in this case, Monkswell Manor, a guest- 
house that’s just opened for business under 
neophyte proprietors Mollie and Giles Ral- 
ston. Their sitting room is nicely appointed: 
fireplace, red velvet drapes and upholstery, 
Oriental rugs, cathedral chair, French 
provincial sofa, hunt scenes on the wall,. If 
only the guests were as interesting. Instead 
we get callow and self-absorbed would-be 
architect Christopher Wren; huffy and im- 
possible-to-please Mrs. Boyle; sadistic mys- 
tery woman Miss Casewell; and uninvited 
drop-in Mr. Paravicini, who comes on like 
an escapee from the Wilbur’s downstairs 
production of Joey & Maria’s Comedy Wed- 
ding. Only Major Metcalf, a sensible and 
sympathetic Scot, would likely be welcome 
in your own sitting room. 

England, of course, is rich in the kind of 
actors who can make these characters 
work. This production is not. Only Kristen 
Klinger’s Mollie and Douglas Griffin’s Ma- 
jor Metcalf consistently reach the necessary 
level of sophistication; Norman Bell, as 
Giles, and Michael Costa, as Sergeant 
Trotter, are effective when they aren’t rant- 
ing. (There’s far too much yelling and 
screaming here — what happened to 
British understatement?) Worse, the mys- 
tery doesn’t start rolling till the second of 
the play’s three scenes, when Sergeant 
Trotter arrives and announces there’s a 
killer on the loose, out to avenge the death 
of a young boy some years earlier. The first 
of his — or her — three intended victims 
has just been found murdered in London; it 
seems the other two are at Monkswell 
Manor, along with the murderer. 






So who’s who? Dropping innumerable | 


red herrings about everyone’s past, The 
Mousetrap offers tastier bait from here on 
out, replacing the first scene’s American 
Singles with Farmhouse Cheddar. You get a 
broad hint as to the identity of the second 
victim, and your intuition will probably lead 
you to finger the killer well before the end. 
The identity of the third intended victim, 
however, rests on information you have no 
way of knowing. There’s even a long-lost 
relative involved, and indeed you could 
switch the relative and the final victim and 
have an equally plausible conclusion — al- 
ways the sign of a bad murder plot. This 
Mousetrap makes for a pleasant enough 
evening — but you could say that about Joey 
& Maria, which is similarly priced and

Strange Case of Dr. Jekyll 

& Mr. Hyde. Not only be- 

cause, as its author, Robert 

Louis Stevenson, exclaimed 
when awakening from the dream that in- 
spired the tale, it was a good “bogey sto- 
ry,” but because it was a fable that was 
closer to poetry than prose. Credit adapter 
Robin Brooks with sharing this crucial in- 
sight — he obviously admires the disori- 
enting lyricism of Stevenson’s classic hor- 
ror story, its delicate obsession with the 
dank and the decayed. He doesn’t re-cre- 
ate the piece as a detective story, a satiric 
send-up of Victorian hypocrisy, or a tragic 
love story. Expressionistic, brooding, and 
violent, Brooks’s minimalist vision of the 
piece is lean and oh-so-mean, a murky 
study of the monster within that turns 
Hyde into the granddad of Freddy 
Krueger. 


Brooks also cuts up the narrative in bru- | 
tal ways, starting off with Jekyll’s confes- | 
sion (which ends the book), then shooting | 


forward and backward in a'first act that’s 
about as clear as the London fog. I’ve read 
the book several times and was dumfound- 
ed. (Is Brooks intimating that the story all 
takes place in Jekyll’s mind?) So theater- 
goets had better bone up on the novella 
before seeing the show. 


Confounding the confusion is the use 
of only four performers, who play several 
roles each. In the American premiere of 
the script, at the New Repertory Theatre, 
Jerem Goodwin is cast as Jekyll’s faithful 
lawyer, Utterson; yet he also pops up as 
Hyde’s murder victim. (Be warned, Hyde 
whomps him with twice the number of 
blows the LAPD rained on Rodney 
King.) When Goodwin comes back as 
Utterson after the killing, you’re flabber- 
gasted — wasn’t that guy just offed? 
Even more baffling, Mark S. Cartier, 
who gives us a pretty oily Dr. Jekyll, 
sometimes portrays Hyde, though at oth- 
er times it’s Stephen Benson, overdoing 
the maniacal satanic laughter, and once, 
I think, Hyde shows up in the person of 
Goodwin. The story deals with the 
fragility of identity, so Brooks and direc- 
tor Andrew Holmes (whose London- 
based Empty Space Theatre commis- 
sioned the piece) are obviously playing 
with uncertainty, but the ambiguity ends 
up playing with them — and us. 

Brooks has remained pretty true to the 
book, though the skeptical Dr. Lanyon has 
been turned into a woman, which adds a 
promising sexual twist to the character's 
relationship with Jekyll. The silliest change 
is the decision to set the tale in Edinburgh 
rather than London, on the presumption 
that Stevenson would have used his home- 
town (a city divided, according to 
Holmes’s program note, like Jekyll and 
Hyde) except that he wanted “to deflect 
potential scandal from his parents.” 
There’s no reason to question Stevenson's 
choice of setting. What's more, the change 
in locale makes it difficult for the New Rep 


performers, who can’t trot out their usual | 


nature can be separated into pure good 
and pure evil. There’s more than a little 
Jekyll in Hyde and plenty of Hyde in 
Jekyll. 

Still, Brooks has written a provocative 
treatment of Jekyll and Hyde, and it’s aug- 
mented here by a spooky setting that cen- 
ters on a huge Victorian door at the back 
of the stage. Not all the ugga-bugga effects 
work — I don’t find actors creeping be- 
hind sheets particularly scary. But the 
script deserves better than the over- 
wrought New Rep cast, which simply isn’t 
up to the rigors of this spiritual melodra- 
ma. Cartier manages a few subtle mo- 
ments, though eventually he breaks down

Jewish comedy meets Wagner

ou wish playwright Jonathan 
Tolins hadn’t trained a bank 
of show-bizzy klieg lights on 
a potentially fascinating dra- 
matic issue in Twilight of the 
Golds. The script touches on a social 
quandary worthy of Arthur Miller in his 
guilt-inducing prime. Taking advantage of 
advanced genetic testing, a young couple 
discover that the son they are about to have 
will be gay. In no time, suburban liberalism 
bites the dust as hidden truths are uttered: 
one half of the mother’s family wants the 
kid deep-sixed; the other, led by her gay 
brother David, argues that the future of the 
human race depends on this child's being 
loved and accepted. Alas, Tolins supplies 
plenty of wattage but little illumination. 
Part of the problem is that the playwright 
isn't satisfied with the perfectly respectable 
task of doing a ‘90s update of Ibsenite so 


| 


cial drama. The play suffers from a stylistic 
duality rooted in a glib desire to make the 
audience giggle rather than think. Tolins 
wants his extended Jewish clan to leap into 
the scientific future, but the play is firmly 
stuck in a past full of painless family melo- 
drama. SpeakEasy Stage Company's jittery 
production (which | saw in preview) only 
amplifies the play’s messiness — the 
premise triggers enough interest to make 
the meager dramatic payoff disappointing. 

One half of Twilight of the Golds is a 
Neil Simon comedy, complete with moldy 
kosher one-liners (“God is resting or in a 
coma”) and love-smothered Jewish family 
relationships. Soft-hearted mom Phyllis 
Gold believes that compassion conquers all; 
grouchy dad Walter secretly thinks son 
David is sick. Pregnant daughter Suzanne 
comes off as a spoiled princess who's clos- 
er to her buttinsky folks than to her drab 
research-doctor hubby, Rob. When David 
implores the Gold clan to drop their fears 
and stop taking the easy way out, you know 
it’s hopeless. Tolins’s stereotypes can’t 
grow up — David is arguing with comic 
schmos, not characters. 

As for David's cartoon hang-up, that’s 
the other stylistic misfire in Twilight of the 
Golds. A struggling set designer working 
for the Metropolitan Opera, he loves Wag- 
ner and insists on communicating his feel- 
ings of betrayal or conveying his convic- 
tions through snatches of plot and/or mu- 
sic from the Ring Cycle. According to 
David, the end of the epic operd, in which

the world is destroyed so that mankind can 
make a fresh start without the help of the 
| gods, is (somehow) relevant to Suzanne's 
| decision. Rob and mother-to-be insist that 
their struggle is private; David sees it as 
apocalyptic, a chance to create a brave new 
world of unconditional love. If they choose 
to abort, it’s a vote against his existence. 
Tolins makes it clear he’s on David's side, 
so the intellectual argument (which would 
you root for, Wagnerian heroism or sniveling 
cowardice?) has neither irony nor emotional 
shading. And the play’s ending — the Golds 
are punished by the gods for their indecision 
while David grandly asserts his autonomy by 
refusing to see his family — is the result of 
the playwright’s happily taking on the role of 
a particularly nasty deus ex machina. Ulti- 
mately, Twilight of the Golds isn’t about the 
conflict between technology and ethics or be- 
tween personal choice and PC compulsion. 
It’s just another growing-up-Jewish script, a 
| bratty cry of independence from a writer 
spitting on his middle-class roots. 


and wails like: Benson. Goodwin, a comic 
actor with a wonderfully rubbery, puss, is 
miscast as a suecession of sour Victorian 
gentlemen.

Moreover, Paul Daigneault’s direction 
doesn’t cut against the script’s immaturity 
but cultivates it with affection. As the elder 
Golds, Sarah Polen and Stephen Epstein 
are as hard as week-old bagels. Polen, a 
talented actress, desperately needs to relax 
— every one-liner doesn't have to be 
shouted. And Jeff Miller should quit flailing 
as Suzanne's neglected husband. Granted, 
Tolins makes Rob the sourpuss of the 
piece, but the actor should try to make the 
character more, rather than less, human. 

Still, Colin Stokes as David is the most 
irritating member of the cast, partly because 
he’s taken the role’s smarty-pants smugness 
to heart. His David is relentlessly on, a diva 
who never leaves for intermission. Sure, 
David loves opera, but that doesn’t mean he | 
has to be operatic every moment — and 
isn’t this a gay stereotype that should be re- 
tired for a while? Stokes is way too eager to 
play all the roles in the Ring Cycle. So 
SpeakEasy's Twilight of the Golds ain't over 
until the last valkyrie sings. QO

‘Has Martin Scorsese 





cashed in his chips?

asino begins with a bang 
and ends not so much 
with a whimper as with 
more than two hours of 
shrieking and gabbing. 
It’s 1980 and Las Vegas casino mogul 
Sam “Ace” Rothstein (Robert De Niro), 
resplendent in his color-coordinated hot- 
pink sports jacket, shoes, and tie, climbs 
into his Caddy, turns the ignition, and ex- 
plodes. It’s a prolonged, lushly slow-mo- 
tion explosion, and Rothstein leisurely 
flies across the opening credits as he be- 
gins to tell us, presumably in posthumous 
Billy Wilder—style flashback, how it all 
happened. 

First, though: what’s the deal with 
Scorsese and these ponderous voiceover 
| narratives? Why is the most visually gifted 
filmmaker in America resorting to spoken 
words to tell his stories? With the excep- 
tion of Cape Fear — which maybe could 
have used a voiceover — every movie he’s 
made this decade has employed what is 
commonly regarded as a cinematic crutch. 
It worked in Goodfellas — barely. The 
characters and concept of the film carried 
the device and made it integral. In The 
Age of Innocence it worked no better than 
anything else in the movie. In Casino you 
just want these annoying, clueless, inartic- 
ulate knuckleheads to shut up. 

Maybe the problem lies with the source. 
Nicholas Pileggi, who authored Wiseguy 
and collaborated with Scorsese in the 
movie adaptation Goodfellas, apparently 
wrote the book the film Casino was based 
on at the same time he co-wrote the 








screenplay. It’s a unique experiment that, 
to judge from the results, should not be 
repeated. Both works are a jumble of 
notes — one written, the other read — 
that are sometimes brilliantly illustrated. 
Areas of vague focus emerge, and they re- 
semble themes that Scorsese has explored 
with far more clarity and conviction in the 
past. 

The real story, as Pileggi relates it in the 
book, is sordid, brutal, complicated, and 
largely pointless. Frank “Lefty” Rosenthal 
— Rothstein in the movie — was a bril- 
liant Chicago bookie and oddsmaker who 
made a mint for the mob and ended up 
running the Stardust and other casinos in 
Las Vegas for them. But Rosenthal 
brought baggage from Chicago with him 
— Tony “The Ant” Spilotro (portrayed in 
the movie, inevitably, by Joe Pesci as 
Nicky Santoro), Frank’s boyhood friend, 
a psychopathic homunculus whose yearn- 
ing for the big time is matched only by his 
ability to fuck up big time. 

Rosenthal seeks to avoid this dark 
double from his past. Neither he nor the 
viewer can; Pesci joins in the voiceover 
in a kind of fugue of assholes. When 
Rosenthal is smitten by Geri McGee 
(named Ginger McKenna on screen, 
played by Sharon Stone in a perfor- 
mance that galvanizes the movie despite 
its worst inclinations) — a beautiful, 
treacherous, self-destructive, multiply 
addicted hustler — the conflict between 
the two men erupts. 

Like Vegas itself, Rosenthal’s story is a 
pastiche and vulgarization of various 
American dreams, all derivative from oth- 
er movies: there’s a bit of Scorsese’s 
Mean Streets, Raging Bull, and even King 
of Comedy (Rosenthal/Rothstein at one 
point starts his own casino-based talk 
show, a grotesque, regrettably abbreviat- 
ed segment that hilariously combines the 
stand-up acts of Rupert Pupkin and Jake 
LaMotta); some of Hawks’s, and De Pal- 
ma’s Scarface; a lot of Levinson’s Bugsy 
and, of course, Coppola’s The Godfather.

larding them over with his characteristic 
stylistics. There’s the hip, period sound- 
track, sounding more like a neighbor’s 
overloud radio than poignant counter- 
point. There’s the frantic precision of the 
editing, though here it’s all technique and 
no illumination. And, of course, there is 
the violence — but even Pesci crushing a 
guy’s head in a vise is neither shocking 
nor funny. 

More shocking is Pesci in a love scene 
with Sharon Stone; they smooch and he 
shoves her face into his lap. It’s indicative 
of how the film treats Stone’s best perfor- 
mance to date. As Ginger, she’s the female 


equivalent of Nicolas Cage’s doomed 
drunk in Leaving Las Vegas. Whether up- 
ending a highroller’s tray of chips or ram- 
ming her Mercedes repeatedly into her 
husband’s El Dorado or tearfully apologiz- 
ing on the phone to her pimp boyfriend 
Lester (James Woods) in the middle of her 
wedding reception, she’s the embodiment 
of an utter, transcendent need for instant 
gratification. What compels her? We never 
find out because neither Rothstein nor 
Scorsese will let her speak. Ceaselessly, 
and without saying anything, the guys do 
all the talking in Casino. OQ 








Loss of innocence 


EW YORK — “It feels comfortable to be in 
we the company of these people again,” says Mar- 

tin Scorsese about returning to the mob after 
the restraint and refinement of The Age of Innocence. 
“It’s like a home movie. You find it difficult at times be- 
cause you don’t want to repeat certain things you've 
done before, but that only makes it more interesting, to 
try different things but then again rely on people you 
know can give you the emotional truth of situations. 
And then introducing Sharon into that process — it was 
remarkable to see how they all played off each other.” 

After casting Michelle Pfeiffer in Innocence and now 
Sharon Stone in Casino, Scorsese could start to get a 
reputation as a director of women’s films. Although 
Stone comes across as more than a match for the no- 
goodniks portrayed by Robert De Niro and Joe Pesci, in 
fact she found the experience at first intimidating. 

“I started in a state of abject terror and could barely 
speak,” she recalls. “Then I snapped out of that in short 
order and started throwing myself at them until they had 
no choice. It was really fun to shoot. I had such a great 
time smashing that car, I can’t even tell you. Haven’t 
you just wanted to do that?” 

But trashing “Ace” Rothstein’s Eldorado was the ex- 
tent of Stone’s recreation in Las Vegas, a town whose 
allure she finds bewildering. 

“I’m not real invested in gambling and that kind of 
thing. It seems to have changed quite a lot from when I 


remember going there when I was a young girl; it 
seemed then that it had more glamor than it does now. I 
think it’s become more accessible because it has a kind 
of MTV glamor now, but I felt that the old style has a 
little bit more charm.” 

“Well, it’s a different place now,” adds Scorsese. “It’s 
more for the tourists. One reason I was interested in 
making the film was that for me it was like the end of 
the old West, a place constructed and made for people 
who were interested in gambling, certain lifestyles, hus- 
tlers, gangsters, hitmen, whatever, it’s a place where 
they all thrived. Whether you say that’s a bad thing — 
on a certain level, yes. But in reality, that was the type of 
place — that closed-off society — where if you went 
there, you had to know what you were getting into and 
be able to deal with it. There were no surfaces put over 
things, nothing fake about it in that way. Now that’s 
gone and it’s as simple as that.” 

Because of its location, Scorsese feels that Casino 
takes the themes of Goodfellas and puts them in a 
broader context. 

“Pride is not the only element that’s interesting in 
Goodfellas, it’s the morality of the lifestyle that we were 
dealing with there, the day-to-day morality of the 
lifestyle and the dangers involved. Here, it’s set up 
against America. It’s set within a city — when Nick and 
I started working on the script, it was on the cover of 
Time magazine, a shot of the MGM lion, and it said, 


“The American City.” What does this reflect about the 
culture in a society? A place where, if things go well for 
you there, you easily fall into excess, and excess leads to 
a lot of problems. 

“It also reflects a decade of excess — the ’70s. It was 
just a fascinating venue for us to explore and resonate a 
little bit for the future, to think about what’s going on 
with the country and where we’re going. There’s a sense 
of building, but it’s all going in the wrong direction, it’s 
all negative. They’re building to get more for themselves 
and to hell with everybody else. They want more, they 
kill, they get more. But it has the same pioneer spirit, 
only gone awry. Maybe it’s the nature of a place where a 
certain morality exists. The idea of gambling — you get 
a chance. It’s the underside of the pioneer spirit, and 
that’s what I find so interesting. 

For Stone, these issues were secondary to the oppor- 
tunity to expand beyond typecasting as a blonde femme 
fatale. 

“Prior to Casino, I was cast in a more typical and su- 
perficial fashion. In this movie I got to play a character 
who had a greater range and life experience and truth. 
Working with Marty is hard to describe because it’s 
such an organic experience, where you talk and discuss 
things. And when we rehearsed, we found the voice of 
the character.” 

It was also an opportunity to try out love scenes with 
two disparate leading men — Robert De Niro and Joe 
Pesci. Stone describes De Niro as“an excellent kisser.” 

“I’m glad to get that compliment,” says De Niro, in 
what for him is practically an oration. 

“Can you say anything about my kissing?” asks Pesci. 

“It was so-so.”

Toy Story stretches computer 
animation in new ways

or a movie being sold as a 
high-tech milestone, Toy 
Story, the first fully comput- 
er-animated feature, is pleas- 
ingly modest. The filmmak- 
ers have cleverly worked out ways to show 
off the capabilities of computer animation 
that don’t violate the story. Nothing feels 
superfluous, included just to wow us. Toy 
Story is blessedly free of the assaultiveness 





and noise that are the usual earmarks of 


high-tech productions. The director, John 
Lasseter, keeps things moving along at a 
good pace, and the length, 75 minutes, 
feels just right. Even very young kids will 
be able to sit through Toy Story without 
getting restless. And the adults who take 
them won’t feel trapped. It’s not_as en- 
chanting or magical as this year’s earlier A 
Little Princess and Babe (both of them 
among the best movies of what’s shaping 
up to be a very good movie year), but the 
movie is consistently engaging and funny. 
The conceit of Toy Story is the age-old 
child’s fantasy that our toys are alive when 
we aren’t around to see them, and that 
they have feelings too. There’s a trace of 
_mawkishness in that, but the movie plays 
those feelings mostly for laughs as each 
birthday or Christmas gives rise to the 
anxiety that Andy, the little boy to whom 
the toys belong, will discard his old fa- 
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vorites in favor of some new gizmo. That's 
what happens to Woody (vocalized by 
Tom Hanks), a favored cowboy doll who’s 
cast aside for Buzz Lightyear (Tim Allen), 
a stubborn and dunderheaded astronaut 
figure who believes he really is a space ad- 
venturer landed on some strange planet. 
The story has to do with how Woody and 
Buzz learn to trust each other when, 
through a chain of accidents, they end up 
away from Andy and have to make their 
way back home. In the best sequence, they 
wind up in the clutches of Sid, the evil 
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neighbor boy who mutilates and rear- 
ranges his toys into jerry-built horrors that 
Tim Burton might be proud to claim. 

Much of what’s funniest has to do with 
the cast. My reaction to Tim Allen has al- 
ways been “Huh?” But his Buzz, who has 
muscles across his chest and between his 
ears, is a marvelous parody of the all- 
American action hero. And I laughed at 
just about everything from Don Rickles 
(as a blowhard Mr. Potato Head) and 
Wallace Shawn (inspired, as a neurotic 
dinosaur who’s too insecure to be scary). 
Some of the movie’s visual design owes a 
debt to the brilliant children’s author and 
illustrator William Joyce (A Day with 
Wilbur Robinson, Dinosaur Bob) who 
worked on it and brings a touch of his 
retro-surreal deco. 


There’s also, though, a weird, unac- | 


knowledged subtext to Toy Story that has 
to do with the way faithful, old-fashioned 
Woody is outshone by the flashier Buzz. 


The movie uses the toys to make a case | 


for homy wholesomeness in the same way 
that it pits sadistic Sid (whose room is 
decorated with heavy-metal posters) 
against gentle Andy, who, having no 
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video or computer games or anything no- | 
ticeably modern, wouldn’t be out of place 


in 1955. This strikes me as pretty odd for | 


a movie that’s basically a demonstration 


of a state-of-the-art animation technique, | 


but then computer animation is pretty 
odd itself. 
Watching Toy Story, you have to remind 


yourself you’re not seeing three-dimen- | 


sional figures photographed in real set- 


tings. When a platoon of toy soldiers walks | 
along a baseboard, you can see every chip | 
in the paint, every nick in the wall. A toy | 


car zooming in and out of traffic might 
have been filmed on a real street. But 
what’s the point of animation that dupli- 


cates reality? There’s such an unnatural | 


fluidity to the movement, such: hyperclari- 
ty, that you can never forget the feat of 


technology that went into it. When you see | 


a brilliant piece of figure animation (like 
Tim Burton’s “Vincent”) or clay animation 
(like Nick Park’s The Wrong Trousers, 
with its climactic chase scene that has the 
beauty and precision of the best silent 


comedy), you marvel at the realization of a. | 


vision. At Toy Story, you marvel at a sus- 


tained special effect. It’s consistently en- | 
tertaining, and I had a good time watching | 








it.

Night moves 


Patricia Rozema’s Falling 
rises to the occasion

hen Night Is Falling 
doesn’t get much more 
provocative than its 
opening credit se- 
quence: a dream in 
which Camille! (the fragile, lovely Pascale 
Bussiéres), a professor of mythology at an 
uptight religious college, dreams of cavort- 
ing naked underwater with another woman. 
It could pass as a perfume ad, which makes 
you wonder what the MPAA was thinking 
when it slapped this gentle, whimsical love 
story with an NC-17 rating (the studio’s 
appeal was denied, so the film is being re- 
leased unrated). Maybe it was the sugges- 
tion that women can exist apart from the 
| patriarchal establishment, or even without 
men at all. At any rate, Toronto director 
Patricia Rozema’s heterosexual/lesbian tri- 
angle errs not by being too rough but by be- 
ing not rough enough. Her Night doesn’t 
have convincing darkness. Still, though it 
strays at times into treacly territory, it sheds 
some light on the tyranny of gender and the 
liberation of desire. 

That opening dream scene recalls the 
Prufrockian title of Rozema’s first film, / 





Hear the Mermaids Singing — the swim- 
ming nymphs here are wordless, exclud- 
ing both us and Camille’s straitlaced and 
ambitious theologian lover, Martin (Hen- 
ry Czerny, bringing power and pathos to 
an unsympathetic role), from joining 
them in their world. When her fellow 
mermaid kisses her, Camille doesn’t 
drown but awakes. The world, though, is 
different. Her dog Bob escapes from her 
office and trots off (“As if he had an ap- 
pointment,” a too-cute street person 
notes.) She finds him dead in an alley; 
unwilling to bury him, she puts the 
corpse in her refrigerator. 

Sounds macabre — but for Camille and 
Rozema, poor Bob quickly becomes a 
metaphor. As Camille confesses to Petra 
(the exotic, hoydenish Rachael Crawford), 
a sympathetic stranger she meets in a laun- 
drette, Bob’s death showed her that she 
loved the dog more than anything, or any- 
one — including Martin and her career. In 
one of many “switcheroos” (we catch a 
glimpse early on of Camille lecturing about 
transformations while Martin pontificates 
about timeless dogma), Petra exchanges her 
laundry for Camille’s, forcing a second 
meeting. 

At this point Night gets perhaps a little 
too whimsical. As in Dickens’s Hard 
Times, another fanciful morality tale, the 
life-denying strictures of the school are 
countered by something frivolous and 
magical. Petra is a “performance magi- 
cian” in a weird, bohemian circus (Don 
McKellar as Timothy, the circus operator,

quirky reality). Camille tracks Petra down 
to a trailer in a vacant lot — in one of the 
film’s more striking visual conceits, the 
trailer is painted with luminous stars, so 
when Camille enters at night, it looks as if 
she were opening a door into the heavens. 
But it’s not a-night Camille feels right 
about falling into just yet — she responds 
stiffly to Petra’s subtler solicitations, and 
when the magician tells her, “I'd like to 
see you in the moonlight with your head 
thrown back and your body on fire,” 
Camille scoops up her laundry and leaves. 
She doesn’t escape unsinged, however. 
Petra’s apologetic return ends in a chaste 
kiss. Soon Martin notices a difference in 
Camille. On the positive side, she’s a lot 
hotter in bed. On the other hand, she’s not 
too cool about maintaining the proper de- 
meanor for one in her position. She makes 
a giggly comment about orgasm to their 
starchy supervisor, Reverend DeBoer 
(David Fox), and when she and Martin are 





considering them for a promotion, she 
finds herself defending the rights of homo- 
sexuals contradictory to church teaching. 
Her mysterious “transformation” threatens 
not only to sabotage their careers, but to 
undermine the fundamental tenets of the 
male-dominated church and state they 
serve. 


Such is the darker implication of Night | 


— that and a chilly recognition of the 
vulnerability and fleetingness of all love 


and beauty. Rozema herself is more in- | 


clined to the tenuous circus than the 


stark Calvinist determinism it defies. Her | 


camerawork and imagery are filigreed 








with gimcracks — a lovemaking montage | 


interlapped with a conceptual trapeze act 
is just one more failed attempt at a “taste- 
ful” and sensuous same-sex love scene. 


The real failure, though, is perhaps a re- |

THE OLD WOMAN WHO 
WALKED INTO THE SEA 


Jeanne Moreau’s 42-year career has seen 
her play the unfaithful wife, gambler, gold- 
digger, serving wench, and whore. In this 
one she’s Lady M, a horny geriatric 
grifter. No sooner has the film started than 
she has her paws down some beach bum’?s 
trunks. It happens that this gigolo, Lam- 
bert (Luc Thuillier), is a scam artist also, 
bored with his life bonking by the sea. So 
he and Lady M hook up. There’s one 
hitch, though: Lady M’s long-term com- 
panion, Pompilius (Michel Serrault). The 
three spend their time lolling in exotic lo- 
cales, planning capers, and luring young 
uns into their web of sexual dabbleage. 
The constant bickering between Lady M 
and Pompilius (fueled by his jealousy) is 
both funny and contrived. Did I say con- 
trived? The exposition is as subtle as neon. 
Dialogue? Strangers talk like intimates; 
intimates talk like maniacs. And the great 
robbery? Lambert simply strolls into a 
room where a tiara is displayed, fuses the 
lights, and waits for the sole guard (armed 
with what looks like a hunting rifle) to 
leave his post. Easy-peasy. The film has its 
moments. Moreau is often marvelous. The 
locations are always lush. But on the whole 
this dip in the water left me froid. At the 
Coolidge Corner.

he young . . . are Germans, 

one and all,” Leslie Fiedler 

once wrote, and maybe he 

could have written that cul- 

tural watchdogs are Iranians, 
one and all. If, in the course of reading 
Hanif Kureishi’s marvelous second novel, 
The Black Album, you turn on the television 
and see self-appointed culture czar William 
Bennett insisting that art should teach val- 
ues, or President Clinton address- 
ing a conference on the alleged ef- 
fects of media violence, you start 
to hear their dire warnings echoed 
in these words from the novel: 
“We are discussing here the free 
and unbridled imaginations of men 
who live apart from the people. . . . 
And these corrupt, disrespectful 
natures, wallowing in their own 
juices, must be caged as if they 
were dangerous carnivores. Do we 
want more wild lions and rapists 
stalking our streets?” 

It’s 1989 London, and the man 
speaking is Riaz, a leader of a 
Muslim fundamentalist group. 
He’s speaking in support of the 
fatwah, the Ayatollah’s death sen- 
tence on Salman Rushdie. Now of 
course neither Bill Bennett nor Bill 
Clinton has called for anyone’s 
death. But listen to that imagery 
— “wild lions and rapists.” In 
Riaz’s mind, as in the minds of 
people ready to proclaim the 
breakdown of society, the streets 
of Western cities have merged with 
jungles. And merging is what The 
Black Album is all about. 
Throughout the book, unlikely 
bedfellows keep winding up in the 
sack with each other. Kureishi’s 
novel is a comedy of manners that 
charts the mergers — and the re- 
fusal to merge — between immigrants and 
their adopted society, Muslim fundamental- 
ists and liberal politicians, the strictures of 
Islam and the strictures of Thatcherism, 
pop culture and “high” culture. 

All those collisions keep Kureishi’s 
young hero, Shahid, ping-ponging from 
one end of London to the next. Away from 
home for the first time and attending col- 
lege, Shahid tries to sort through all of the 
identities open to him, but the ground 
keeps shifting under him, and allies and 
enemies keep shifting all around him. 
Picked up one night by Riaz and his lack- 
eys (they share the same shabby rooming 
house), Shahid goes along because he 
feels the need to forge a bond with other 
Asians. But any bond between Shahid and 
Riaz is only skin deep. Riaz and his 
acolytes use Shahid as their errand boy 
and are constantly coming up with tests 
for him, daring him to prove to them that 
he isn’t locked in the belly of the western 
beast. 

Shahid is suspect because of his love of 
literature (“lies,” Riaz calls it), pop music, 
and his brother Chili, a coke-addled sharp- 
ster who’s played the game of Thatcherite 
economics to his advantage. And, more 
than anything, by his affair with his profes- 
sor, Deedee, who uses pop culture — not 
always successfully — to connect with her 
students: “The music her students liked, 
how they danced, their clothes and lan- 
guage, it was theirs, a living way. She tried 
to enter it, extend it, ask questions. . . . As it 
was, they were constantly being informed of 
their inferiority. Many of them regarded the

white elite culture as self-deceiving and 
hypocritical. For some this was an excuse 
for laziness. With others, it was genuine: 
they didn’t want to find the culture that put 
them down profound.” 

That passage defines the 
racial/cultural/political stew the characters 
are swimming around in — an atmosphere 
where honest reactions to experience be- 
come hardened by self-righteous cant. 
Kureishi replicates those insane, circular ar- 
guments you get into to defend principles 
like freedom of speech, or the idea that art 
has nothing to do with sending messages, 
only to find yourself accused of all sorts of 
things you never intended. When Riaz’s 
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band stages a campus burning of The Sa- 


tanic Verses, he deems any attempt to stop | 
him an attempt to ban free speech when it’s | 
practiced by an Asian. And he’s cheered as | 


a brave radical refusing to be dictated to by 
western culture. 

The book takes its title from the album 
that Prince recorded and then withheld. 


With The Black Album, a response to his | 
failure to catch on with black audiences, | 


Prince enlarged the mannerisms of funk 
(i.e., “authentic” black music) until they 
became cartoons. He was saying he’d 














make any music he damn well pleased, | 


and to hell with anyone who said it made | 
him less black. In his Black Album, |

Wayne Shorter explains 
why he confounds his critics

axophonist/composer/ 
bandleader Wayne Short- 
er is one of those artists 
— like Miles Davis, or 
Bob Dylan — who spend 
most of their careers confounding their 
fans. And, like Miles and Dylan, he’s de- 
picted always as being in decline. The 
Golden Age of Wayne (or Miles or Dyl- 
an) was always yesterday. 

In the early 60s, Leroi Jones (now 
Amiri Baraka) chastised Shorter for dilut- 
| ing his vision in Art Blakey’s Jazz Messen- 
gers. The same was true when Shorter 
voyaged out with Miles Davis to invent 
what later became “jazz-rock fusion” and 
then co-founded the equally controversial 
(if phenomenally successful) Weather Re- 
port. Shorter’s four post-Weather Report 
solo albums have been no less controver- 
sial, but even so it was surprising to see 
the vitriol evoked by his latest, High Life 
(Verve), on thé front page of the Sunday 
October 15 New York Times Arts & 
Leisure section. Under the headline “A 
Jazz Generation and the Miles Davis 
Curse,” Times critic Peter Watrous singled 
| out Shorter as emblematic of the wayward 
| path of fusion. Calling Shorter “arguably 
| the most influential living jazz composer,” 
the usually decorous Watrous went on to 
accuse him of spending the last 25 years 
“flashing bits of his grand talent, then 
finding the nearest drain down which to 
dump the rest.” High Life, Watrous con- 
| cluded “turns out to be a pastel failure and 
| a waste of his enormous talent; it is as if 
| Picasso had given up painting to design 
| greeting cards.” 

True, High Life is all pretty harmonies, 
lush synths, pop-like melodies, familiar pop 
backbeats. Why, then, is it so damned lis- 
| tenable? Shorter starts with the familiar, all 
right. But High Life continually turns left 
when you expect it to go right. The har- 
monies are pretty, but they shift unpre- 
| dictably. Pop melodies (especially those 
| with a Brazilian tinge) catch your ear and 
then mutate before you can shout, “Hook!” 
Secondary themes enter with a melancholy 
edge (especially on the title cut) and leave a 
piece transformed. And always there is 
Shorter’s remarkable soprano sax, one of 
the most recognizable voices in jazz, pure, 
keening, spinning dramatically structured 
solos, using space as often-as volume and 
velocity to create drama. High Life is a 
style, one that applies jazz orchestral ideas 
to pop themes, and it’s not for everyone. 
But it’s considerably more complicated 
than a greeting card, and it’s far less pre- 
dictable than the bulk of work coming 
from the bright-eyed 20-year-old bebop- 
pers coming down the pike playing their 
version of “52nd Street Theme.” It will be 
interesting to see how the album plays live, 
when Shorter comes to the Berklee Perfor- 
mance Center next Saturday with his sev- 
| en-piece band. The line-up includes Rachel 
Z of Steps Ahead on keyboards (she’s 
known in these parts as Rachel Nicholazzo, 
a former New England Conservatory stu- 
dent), guitarist David Gilmore, former 
| Miles Davis sidemen Adam Holzman (key- 
boards) and Rich Patterson (bass), and 
former Living Coloiir drummer Will Cal- 
| houn. Shorter’s last local appearance, at 
the Charles Hotel Ballroom a couple of 
| seasons ago with a line-up that included 
| Larry Coryell, was riveting. 

And where is Shorter himself after tak- 
ing a hefty broadside from the nation’s 
journal of record? How does he feel about 
| his drift from the mainstream jazz legacy? 
“The only legacy that needs to be passed 
on is the adventure of discovery and the 
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And yet, he sees no special contradiction 
between the work he does on his own pro- 
jects (High Life is his first solo album in 
seven years) and the Miles Davis Tribute 
band, where he and fellow Davis alumni 
plus trumpeter Wallace Roney re-create 
the mid-’60s Davis book, much of which 
was written by Shorter. 

“I think of it as when you do different 
kinds of movies or different kinds of 
books. You have exits and entrances to ar- 
eas that should remain a free passage. 
Without that free passage, you’re gonna 
go along with prescription music. Some- 
thing that’s prescribed to you — just get it 
and go to the drugstore and get it filled. 
When we did that tribute thing, that was 
like a moment where we could celebrate 
knowing Miles. But when we celebrate, if 
you play in that style, you do it like you’re 
a character actor. You're gonna play 
Sampson one day, and then you’re gonna 
play Hercules the next. Or you can play 
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ON MILES: “te heard something immediately. The influence Miles had was to 


leave the door open. In fact, he took it off the hinges.” 


thrill of romance,” he says on the phone 
from his LA home. “You know what I 
mean? Not to keep passing on a prescrip- 
tion. A prescription to moidah,” he adds 
with a short laugh. His conversation is full 
of allusions to movies, “traditional” jazz, 
Miles Davis, wry jokes. “You know the ac- 
tor John Garfield?” he asks, referring to 
the ’40s star. “In one movie he walked up 
to this train station, the ticket booth, and 
the guy says, “Yes, where are you going?’ 
And he says, ‘I want a ticket to nowhere.’ I 
thought: that’s it. The freedom to do that. 
I want a ticket to nowhere.” 

For Shorter, the bebop legacy that’s be- 
come fashionable again in the past 10 
years can be its own kind of trap, another 
formula. And as for jazz purism, he com- 
pares it to dismemberment. “You can cut 
the arms and legs off and talk about the 
torso and make everybody believe that’s 
the whole body.” 





God one day and the Devil the next. All 
these different styles can be allies rather 
than corralled and separate.” 

Shorter also refers to the dangers of fol- 
lowing a rich but narrow legacy. “To play 
or write or act or do anything culturally, 
artistically, that alludes to a legacy, that al- 
ludes to something in its purity or tradi- 
tion, you have a duty to remain in that 
place so that you can instruct young people 
who are coming up behind you. It’s a duty 
to them. But to present yourself only in 
that known style, that’s dangerous, because 
the people who are coming up behind you 
have to know what individualism is about 
and to branch off and not be corralled into 
an army that doesn’t even follow the lead- 
er; it follows the head in front of them, 
blindly. If there’s such a thing called duty- 
free music, I’m for it.” 

Shorter found his own way at a time 
when the twin giants of John Coltrane and 
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Sonny Rollins loomed over jazz, and espe- | 
cially over any tenor players around them. | 
As a writer and player making his own al- | 
bums at the same time hé was working | 
with Blakey, Shorter found a distinctive | 
writing style as well as a playing style on | 
tenor that distinguished him from his in- 
fluences and eventually put him on a par 
with them. Just as his later soprano tone is 
pure, vibratoless, and ethereal, his tenor 
playing is nubby, full of knotted motifs, | 
unpredictable phrasing, open space, and | 
natural breathing room. His compositions 
break away from song form, either in mul- | 
tipart dramas like 1965’s “The All Seeing | 
Eye” or in their development of short mo- 
tifs over a shifting beat with wide-open | 
harmonies, as on 1969’s “Super Nova,” | 
where Shorter, bassist Miroslav Vitous, 
and guitarists John McLaughlin and Son- 
ny Sharrock mimic one another’s state- 
ment of the theme — twisting it, setting it 
on fire. Shorter’s Davis book was the text 
for a whole generation of 
young jazz players: pieces 
like “E.S.P.,” “Orbits,” and 
the beautiful ballad “Foot- 
prints.” His tenor playing is 
what recommends the 1965 
Live at the Plugged Nickel 
session. “On solo after solo 
he seems to be re-apprais- 
ing the whole. current saxo- 
phone vocabulary,” write 
Ian Carr, Digby Fairweath- 
er, and Brian Priestly in 
Jazz: The Essential Com- 
panion (Prentice Hall). 

For Shorter, Davis’s in- 
fluence is inestimable, not 
in any particular advice, but 
in his ability to step aside. 
“Miles influenced me as a 
writer by leaving the doors 
open — he didn’t even say 
anything. He said [and 
Shorter goes into the fa- 
mous Davis. whisper], 
“What you got?’ He didn’t 
say do this and do that. And 
I would show him what I 
got and he said, ‘We're go- 
ing to record this thing.’ ” 
Shorter laughs. “He never 
hesitated. When he saw it, 
he would look at it, play it a 
little on the piano, and say, 
“You ready to record now?’ 
Like that. He heard some- 
thing immediately. The in- 
fluence Miles had was to 
leave the damn door open. 
In fact, he took it off the 
hinges. We had free trade 
going on in that band.” 

As for finding his own 
voice as a player, Shorter 
pre-empts my suggestion of 
the shadows of Coltrane and 
Rollins. “First of all you say, 
‘Is this too much like Char- 
lie Parker?’ Then you've got 
all of them covered.” 

Plus, Shorter set himself 
specific challenges. “I said to 
myself, ‘I’m gonna try to play 
like a violin.’ Or play like a 
piano, not a saxophone. 
Then Miles said one time, 
‘Try to play like you don’t 
know how to play at all.’ 
Sometimes when Miles was 
doing things we would say, 
‘Miles is messing up.’ He 
wasn’t messing up. He was 
trying to destroy something, 
a learned thing or something 
that he had done before or 
repeated. It was like he was 
stumbling through some- 
thing. And then the stum- 
bling became beautiful, but 
he wasn’t actually stumbling. He was and he 
wasn’t. It was seamless. It was a seamless 
process going on. What he was doing was a 
dramatization of struggle in life: what the | 
hell music might be for. To another degree, | 
it’s figuring out what life is for. We have so | 
many ways to express what life is for that 
we have to be careful of getting hung up in 
the formality of something, a mold or a way 
of doing something, a way of doing some- 
thing which is not the way of life.” 

Shorter pauses, gives it some thought 
and adds, “It’s like Sunset Boulevard. 
Norma Desmond sitting there watching 
old films over and over again. And still 
the only real thing she did was kill some- 
body.” QO

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DEWEY PHILLIPS: 
BLABBERIN’ GENIUS 


Disc jockey Dewey “Daddy-O” 
Phillips didn’t play rock and roll; he 
lived it, drank it, breathed it, and 
damn near summoned the thing into 
existence by the sheer force of his 
personality. A one-man cyclone fir- 
ing off surreal liquor-and-pill 
soaked dialogues and monologues 
over, around, and through the mu- 
sic, Dewey was the single most 
chaotic force radio has ever seen. 
“The King’s 1950s musical ideas 
were, at their essence, the compres- 
sion of a Dewey Phillips radio show 
into a single song, a single person,” 
writes Robert Gordon in the liner 
notes to It Came from Memphis 
(Upstart), the musical companion to 
Gordon's book of the same name. 
That album bookends a potpourri of 
past and present Memphis music 
with a couple of Dewey’s radio pro- 
mos. Combined with Dewey Phillips 
— Red, Hot, and Blue (Memphis 


| Archives), it gives an audio portrait 


of the life and times of this rock- 
and-roll pioneer. 
In October 1949 in Memphis (two 


| years before Alan Freed debuted in 


Cleveland), a radio station on the 


| verge of bankruptcy gave Phillips a 
| 15-minute evening slot to play 
| R&B 


records, hoping to 
snatch the black audience just 


, | as all-black station WDIA 
| signed off for the night. In less 
| than a year he was up to three 
| hours; in 1956, a year before 


American Bandstand, he had a 


| show playing rock-and-roll 
| records on television (it was 


simulcast, on radio). In the 


| process, Phillips casually de- 


stroyed the rules of the visual 


| medium in the same way he’d 


already mangled the conven- 
tions of radio. 

His audience? Predomi- 
nantly white teenagers who 
didn’t know quite what they ff 
were looking for, except they 
knew Dewey had it. Sam 
Phillips (no relation) knew it 
too; it’s no coincidence that 
Peter Guralnick’s Elvis Presley 
biography Last Train to Mem- 
phis begins with a meeting be- 
tween Dewey and Sam. When 
the time came, Dewey was the 
first person outside Sun 
Records to hear Elvis Presley, 
and the first to play him. Leg- 
end has it he played “That’s 
All Right (Mama)” more than 
a dozen times in a row before 
calling the boy down to the 
studio for an interview. 

But that’s the epilogue. 
Dewey Phillips — Red, Hot, and 
Blue has 15.newly unearthed min- 
utes of the prelude to the 20th cen- 
tury’s most important cultural revo- 
lution (plus another hour of snippets 
from Dewey’s later career, previous- 
ly available only as an import LP). 
You hear him on the air blabbering 
in a hillbilly drawl, pushing CV beer 
with the religious fervor with which 
he promoted every sponsor and his 
favorite records. “Getcha girlfriend 
or somebody else’s girlfriend ta car- 
ry on down any tavern and get her a 
lotta CV and she’ll flat love ya, I’m 
tellin’ ya now,” he spews. “Go down 
an getcha bald-headed nanny goat, 
tie a tin pole on his tail, tell ’em 
Phillips sentcha from Red, Hot, and 
Blue! Aw, gonna buy a duck!” He’s 
singing shamelessly off-key over 
Amos Milburn’s “Put Something in 
the Pot, Jack,” like a drunk in the 
shower, then slipping in a quick 
“And buy CV!” in the middle. 
Roscoe Gardner gives a particularly 
tortured moan on “No More Dog- 
gin’ Around,” and Dewey talks back 
at the record: “Whassa matter, you 
dyin’, boy?” 

It was a hint of something that 
couldn’t be contained, wouldn’t play 


by the rules, and couldn’t help rais- 
ing a ruckus — a recklessness that 


. served as a beacon of liberation to 


the teenagers who would become 
rock and roll’s first audience. It also 
drove the curt, slick radio establish- 
ment crazy. Eventually the same im- 
pulses lost him all his friends, ruined 
his career, and drove him to an early 
death. But for a few brief moments 
at the birth of rock and roll, Dewey 
was indistinguishable from the mu- 
sic. On Red, Hot, and Blue there is 
no beginning and no conclusion, no 
breaks or pauses, only a constant 
stream of Daddy-O Phillips and 
whatever he might throw on, from 
Piano Red to Red Skelton — Dewey 
is already talking when the CD 
starts, and he’s still blabbering when 
it ends.

ORBIT: 

CIRCLING FOR SONGS 

Sure, they thought about it when they 
first picked the name. But the fact 
that two British ambient-techno 
bands had already laid claim to both 
“the Orb” and “Orbital” didn’t stop 
singer/guitarist Jeff “Lowe” Robbins, 
drummer Paul Buckley, and bassist 
Mark Brookner from choosing their 
band’s name: Orbit. 


“I think we'll have some trouble 
overseas, when we go,” says Buckley, 
waiting outside T.T. the Bear’s just 
before a recent performance. “But 
over here we don’t have much confu- 
sion.” 

That eyes-wide-open ingenuous- 
ness may have been just the thing to 
attract all of the record labels that 
swarmed through Boston recently 
hoping to sign the year-and-a-half- 
old band. Comprising former mem- 
bers of Pipes and Miranda Warning, 
Orbit were recording in Buckley’s 
basement just two weeks after form- 
ing, making a single called “Motora- 
ma,” and soon after contributing a 
second song, “Purge,” to a local 
compilation called Soon. At the re- 
lease party for the compilation, they 
were noticed by a record label, and 
once word got out they had offers 
from all sides. The winner, when the 
dust had cleared, was A&M Records 
— which, according to Buckley, 
knows exactly what it’s getting: an 
unusual combination of moody rock 
and eccentric guitar styles. “If you 
had a pendulum swinging back and 
forth and one side hit Dick Dale in 
the ass and the other hit Keith Moon, 
maybe we'd fall in the middle.” 
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That may be an ultimate goal — to 
mix the guitar bombast of the Who 
with the campy twang of surf — but 
Orbit haven’t quite gotten there yet. 
Their debut EP, La Mano, just out 
on Buckley’s Lunch label, is an often 
unfocused, somewhat repetitive set 
that seems more like a mix of Metal- 
lica and Live. To judge from La 
Mano, Orbit have a compulsive fasci- 
nation with the human body; during 
the course of five songs flesh is 
poked through and “stripped bare,” 
body parts are washed, cut, and bro- 
ken, asses are shaken and shaped, 
skin is shed. A military-style drum 
tattoo serves as the backbone for 
“Come Inside,” “Purge,” and “Col- 
ored Water”; Lowe’s vocals range 
from a staccato’ scream to a whis- 
pered, muddy croon. 

Orbit start off by adopting the fa- 
miliar alterna-rock stance of wild 
dynamics: long guitar build-ups that 
escalate into psychedelic thrash 
(“Purge”), or headbanging grooves 
that suddenly drop off into nothing 
(“Made of Wood”). They do better 
when they’re not trying so hard to 
crack heads open with loud guitars 
and speed-demon riffs. “Break” be- 
gins with a mellow electric jangle; it 
keeps the overemoting in check by 
emphasizing melody and not guitar 
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ORBIT: their ultimate goal may be to mix the guitar bombast of the Who 
with the campy twang of surf, but they haven’t quite gotten there yet. 


prowess. The lyrics remain true to 
form — loner narrator swears he’s 
gonna institute changes for “you” 
— but by keeping the tone down 
Orbit establish an Auteurs-like 
charm with understated musical ele- 
gance. Unfortunately, Lowe’s voice 
still coats the whole thing with Mick 
Jagger-esque yelping. “Colored Wa- 
ter,” the only other tune that essays 
a menacing subtlety to go with the 
melodic interplay of guitar and low- 
mixed vocals, is almost too short to 
register, clocking in at just over two 
minutes. 

Orbit are a band ready to please; 
they’re savvy enough from past ex- 
perience to take a break when they 
need to, and their live act — as they 
proved at T.T’s — is both self-effac- 
ing and loudly enthusiastic. But 
now, submerged in the big leagues, 
they’re going to need something 
more than ingenuousness to keep 
them afloat. Something like a killer 
song. And La Mano, alas, just 
doesn’t have it

| powerful act as if their actions had no con- 
| sequences, then a bad-news JD who kills 
| for fun is merely taking their ethos to its 


logical conclusion, and telling the truth

On Tom Joad’s “Highway 29,” a shoe- 
store clerk who stages a bloody bank rob-

But the sound of Tom Joad isn’t mean 
enough now that the Reaganite politics 
Springsteen assailed on Nebraska have 
come back minus the mask of Reagan’s 
doddering benevolence. A Springsteen al- 
bum on the casualties of the Republican 
junta should have a hard, direct sound | 
that would make Newt Gingrich and Bob | 
Dole, if they were to Come across it on 
the radio, think the man singing would 
kill them if they looked at him sideways. 
My guess is, Springsteen can’t get further 
than a moody depressiveness because that 
would mean calling into question the 
sense of community that has always been 
an article of faith for him, the thing that, 
when he performs live, can make every 
person in an arena feel he or she has a 
stake in what he’s acting out for us. 

I think, though, that Springsteen has 
yet to confront what bedeviled Kurt 
Cobain: the realization that a good por- 
tion of your audience aligns itself with 
things that your music despises. You 
could sense that in the way some of 
Springsteen’s audience turned the nega- 
tion of “Born in the U.S.A.” into an affir- 
mation. Or the way that, on his last tour, 
some fans spoke contemptuously of the 
gang of young-turk musicians who 
backed him and pushed him toward a 
hard, metallic sound. For Tom Joad to 
cut, Springsteen would have had to ac- 
knowledge that a majority of Americans 
have had a hand in bringing about a polit- 
ical climate where what he holds sacred, 
the idea of America as a community 
where everyone’s actions affect everyone 
else, doesn’t really exist. He can see 
through the lies of Reagan’s National Re- 
newal and the GOP’s Contract with 
America. But he can’t see through the lies 
of Tom Joad, Steinbeck’s phantom wit- 
ness to the abuses of power. And by em- 
bracing that “We the people” sentimental- 
ity, he’s steered clear of the questions of 
complicity that might shake up the 
premises and promises of his music —

Walter Salas-Humara finds 
‘meaning in free association

t kind of bugs me when I see peo- 

ple referring to me as a rootsy or 

folkie guy because that kind of 

stuff generally doesn’t interest me 

that much,” declares Walter Salas- 
Humara, sometimes leader of the Silos. 
| “I never saw myself as a country or roots 
guy. I always thought of myself as some- 
one who went to New York to be a 
painter and ended up playing music — as 
a New York art guy. I get much more ex- 
cited by Pavement and Sonic Youth, but 
my work almost never gets described that 
way.” 

Salas-Humara is right about one 
thing: when push comes to shove he 
does usually end up filed under nouveau 
roots. (A review of the Silos’ Susan 
Across the Ocean that ran last year in Al- 
ternative Press referred to his band as 
“one of the better tears and beer bands 
of the Southwest.”) But he’s not entirely 
innocent of the charge. The Silos, a 
loose affiliation of friends and collabora- 
tors that began in NYC and once count- 
ed Cracker guitarist Bob Rupe as one of 
its steady members, have charted a 
course through rich singer/songwriter 
terrain where the Velvet Underground 
and Big Star stand on equal footing with 
rootsier folks like Gram Parsons and 
Jimmie Dale Gilmore. 

Salas-Humara has been in the driver’s 
seat for most of the Silos’ 10-year career. 
And his folk-rock-like collaboration with 
Austin cult heroes Alejandro Escovedo and 
Michael Hall, who called themselves the 
Setters and released a homonymous disc 
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estimable talents as a songwriter. 

The best song on About Her Steps, the 
Silos’ promising 1985 debut, was “Start 
the Clock,” a restless and moody rumina- 
tion on passing the time, built on a 
vaguely R.E.M.-ish riff that slowly circled 
in on itself. Radar finds Salas-Humara 
still with his eye on the clock. “It’s this 
fucking rain . . . it’s the one that gets 
blamed for all the time that’s wasted” he 
intones on the ominous opening track, 
“Three, Two, One and More.” But the 
spare jangle of “Start the Clock” has been 
replaced by a more complex clutter of

on Watermelon last year, certainly didn’t 
help distance him from the roots-rock 
pack. But Radar (Record Collective), a 
new solo disc he recorded at his new home 
in LA on a portable eight-track machine, 
should help his case, or at least remind us 
that the roots thing of the early Silos discs 
reflects only one side of Salas-Humara’s 


stumbling drumbeats, darkly droning gui- 
tar, and unsettling cries from a violin, the 
latter courtesy of Silos regular Mary 
Rowell. Another Silos standby, bassist 
Tom Freund, joins Rowell and Salas-Hu- 
mara on the next track, the driving, dis- 
tortion-and-feedback-laced “Be Honest 
with Me.” (Freund and drummer Dave 
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McNair are joining Salas-Humara on a 
tour that comes to the Middle East this 
Wednesday.) 

Radar’s music steers clear of patent 
roots-rock moves, but Salas-Humara’s 
lyrics and his gritty delivery still evoke the 
stark, wind-and-rain-beaten emotional 
terrain of the open road. “There’s been 
too much rain/Now there’s too much 
sun” he croons with a slight twang on the 
downcast “Letter To Send,” one of three 
tunes that features Kevin Salem on lead 
guitar. He’s also got a singer/songwrit- 
er’s eye for telling details and cinematic 
juxtapositions, like the carefree girl who 
listens only to Pavement and the hopeful 
newlyweds who populate “Evangeline.” 
“It takes some kinda concentration to 
curve and shake and bend and sway,” he 
sings, and you’re not sure whether he’s 
referring to Pavement’s music, the girl, 
the newlyweds, or all three. The ambigui- 
ty is part of what makes it a great song. 

“There’s a lot of free association in my 
lyrics,” he explains. “A lot of times I'll 
pick a phrase just because I like the sound 
of the words. I think for the most part 
people don’t listen carefully to rock songs, 
but certain phrases or words will just pop 
out and affect you. Like on the coolest 
Rolling Stones records, you don’t hear all 
those lyrics, you just hear “You’ve got to 
roll me like the tumbling dice.’ All the 
songs on the new record were written 
while they were being recorded. It’s just 
‘me in my crazy little patched-together 
studio playing drums to nothing and then 
adding guitar, keyboard, vocals, and 
whatever else over the beat. It really was 
almost like making a collage.” 

You could say the same of Salas-Hu- 
mara’s career, in which he’s intuitively 
stitched together a comfortable patch- 
work from musics as divergent as classic 
Stones-style rock, Velvets/R.E.M. folk, 
and Austin country. 

“There’s just this weird combination of 
art person and marginal guitar player in 
what I do,” he concludes. “I went to New 
York to be an artist and ended up being an 
indie-rock guy. And I feel pretty fortunate 
to be doing what I’m now Saing. 4 QO

T.T.’s is on the rise, 


‘thanks to Dana McDonald

ow do you take a small- 
ish independent club and 
build it up to the point 
where it can go one-on- 
one with the big guys? 

Dana McDonald knows, and she ain’t 
| telling. In the 15 months since McDonald 
| took over as the booking agent for T.T. 
| the Bear’s Place, the up-and-down for- 
| tunes of the Central Square club have 
been at an all-time high. It now forms a 
Holy Trinity of local rock clubs with 
| Mama Kin and the Middle East — 
| though without the high-powered con- 
| nections of the former, or the long-stand- 

ing indie buzz of the latter. 
|  .T.’s has scored more than its share 
of coups in recent months: two crowded 
| nights with the Muffs in the spring, three 
| sold-out Robyn Hitchcock shows in one 
| weekend, Son Volt and Southern Culture 
| on the Skids on separate nights last 
| month, a Fleshtones/Prime Movers bash 
in late summer, Social Distortion’s first 
local gig in three years, and a worshipful- 
ly received solo debut by Mike Peters of 
the Alarm (who returns to T.T.’s next 


Wednesday). On the Boston front, it’s 
snared the recent album-release gigs by 
the Dirt Merchants and Smackmelon, 
plus the best local shows that Come and 
Kustomized have probably ever played. 
And the hits just keep coming. In the next 
10 days alone, T.T.’s has two plums: the 
local debut of the Joan Jett/Gits collabo- 
ration Evil Stig (this Friday) and a spo- 
ken-word performance by Lydia Lunch 
and Exene Cervenka (next Friday, De- 
cember 1). 

One may well wonder how McDonald 
landed all these shows without getting 
outbid or outmaneuvered. And she’s not 
revealing her trade secrets. But she does 
point out that “I work really, really hard; 
I still do a 10-hour day. In the beginning 
I made a lot of outgoing calls, and I listen 
to the radio constantly and go after 
something | want as soon as I hear it.” 
She also changed the club’s focus some- 
what. Its previous incarnations — includ- 
ing a stint being booked by Don Law — 
did something of an indie/mainstream 
mix, but McDonald cast her lot almost 
exclusively with indie rock. “I shoot high, 
and believe me, I go through a lot of 
trouble to make it work. The one thing | 
wanted to do was to use the room to its 


fullest potential.” Meaning that there 
were some lame bookings there for a 
while? McDonald lets a smile slip out but 
keeps her lips sealed. 

But she’s no stranger to jumping in at 
the deep end. After graduating from 
UMass/Amherst she went to work for 
RCA for a couple of years while doing 
cocktail waitressing at the Tam in Brook- 
line. After lobbying for months she got 
the chance to book a band and chose 
Third Estate (now Slide), who got lines 
around the block. But her best effort at 
the Tam was probably the weekly “wom- 
en in rock” series, which drew an impres- 
sive round of rising stars (Jennifer 
Trynin, Letters to Cleo, Helium, and 
Talking to Animals, plus established ones 
like Laurie Sargent and Aimee Mann) 
and may have marked the last gasp of 
Boston as a male-dominated scene. The 
concept of “women in rock” nights has 
since been scoffed at by some of the play- 
ers involved, notably Trynin, but McDon- 
ald maintains that “it was necessary at the 
time, to show the people that were com- 
ing up. And it hadn’t been done around 
here before.” A change of management 
ultimately got her sacked from the Tam; 
she linked up with T.T.’s less than 24 
hours later. 

There’s one downside to McDonald’s 
efforts: the more successful T.T.’s gets, 
the more nights there’ll be when the place 
gets uncomfortably packed. A few of 
those sweatbox shows have taken place 
lately, but the all-time champion may be a 
two-night homecoming stand that Jen- 
nifer Trynin did on the hottest weekend 
of last summer. It was the kind of show 
where you could lose five pounds just by 
being there. McDonald offers an explana- 
tion: “One of the customers touched the 
thermostat and turned the heat up to 90 
— I swear that’s what happened.” And 
she promises that T.T.’s long-rumored 
remodeling is coming soon, when the 
stage will be moved to the center of the 
main room, comfortably reconfiguring 
space without changing the capacity. 

If you run into McDonald at T.T.’s, 
you might well mistake her for a front- 
woman in a band. Her Madonna-esque 
fashion statements have lately raised 
some eyebrows — notably in local ‘zine

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the Noise, where a photo that accompa- 
nied a profile of her generated an angry 
letter asking why a competent booking 
agent should have to be photographed 
cheesecake-style in Victoria’s Secret 
garb.

“Well, maybe that’s my next venture.”

SCHNEIDER MEETS SFS. Improbable 
as the match may seem, the next solo al- | 
bum by B-52’s frontman Fred Schneider | 
will feature back-up by Sub Pop’s synth- 
punk subversives, the Providence band 
Six Finger Satellite. Album producer 
Steve Albini recruited them for the pro- 
ject, which has Schneider working with 
three different bands: SFS on three 
tracks, Shadowy Men on a Shadowy 
Planet on a few others, and a studio band 
comprising members of the Didjits and 
Supersuckers on the rest. 

“Fred was adamant about having the al- 
bum not sound new-wavy,” reports bassist 
James Apt. “He wanted straight rock, so 
it’s more straight-ahead than we usually 
are, with hardly any synth. The demos that 
we got were minimal enough that we could 
amplify certain aspects of the songs.” 

You might wonder how SFS’s brittle, 
experimental tendencies will mesh with 
Schneider’s persona, but Apt reports that 
the songs are less jovial than usual. 
“There’s certainly more aggression on 
this record than anything I’ve heard from 
him. I’ve heard the tracks he did with 
Shadowy Men as well, and I think we 
both approached it the same way. It’s got 
the same feel as the first two PiL albums, 
so there’s some of the warmth of reggae 
and dub.”

efore the name “Marsalis” 
became a pop-culture 
buzzword, only a scatter- 
ing of jazz fans beyond 
New Orleans were aware 
of Ellis Marsalis. And perhaps the pianist’s 
two new releases in 1995 will do little to 
| enhance his public recognition among the 
masses familiar with his sons Branford and 
Wynton. But if there’s any justice, his re- 
cent A Night at Snug Harbor, New Orleans 
(Evidence) will set the public straight about 
who is the jazziest Marsalis of them all. 
Having heard Marsalis at Snug Harbor a 
few years ago, I can attest that hearing him 
live in his hometown is hearing him at his 
| zenith. His studio releases on the Blue 
Note and Columbia labels are restrained 
affairs, offering the palest hint of his taste 
and improvisatory powers. Until now, his 
most successful disc was Piano in E/Solo 
| Piano (Rounder), a live concert marking a 
farewell from New Orleans for employ- 
ment elsewhere. Covers of tunes by Bud 
| Powell, Fats Waller, Horace Silver, and 
John Lewis, representing key points on his 
musical compass, provided captivating mo-

ments. He took the blues within their mu- 
sic in stride — excuse the pun — with the 
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high point being an aching reading of 
Lewis’s “Django.” 

Interpreting the blues — freshly rethink- 
ing the dynamics of stride, swing, bop — is 
at the center of Marsalis’s art. He’s a mov- 
ing composer of original tunes, and all his 
music reflects a deep intellectual awareness 
of jazz piano masters like Nat King Cole, 
Teddy Wilson, and Oscar Peterson. Like 
them, he swings with a light touch and 
possesses a nimble sense of dance rhythm. 

All right, you say, if Ellis is so major, 
why hasn’t he been more recognized? That 
has to do with the pianist’s self-effacing 
manner. His album of duets with Wynton, 
Standard Time: Volume 3 (Columbia), 
finds him playing down his role so as to 
maximize Wynton’s solo space. Even the 
last album released solely under his name 
on Columbia, Whistle Stop, occasionally 
sounds like a Branford Marsalis album. 
Which is why this year’s Joe Cool’s Blues 
(also Columbia) seemed like a useful reso- 
lution: 40 minutes of Wynton and band, 20 
of Ellis and band, and nary the twain meet 
(except on the CD photo and credits). 
Trouble is, it’s the most embarrassingly 
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weak recording in either man’s catalogue. 
United by a lightweight concept — father 
and son both like the Peanuts comic strip 
and the Vince Guaraldi soundtrack for the 
Peanuts TV specials — Wynton regales us 
with “original” tunes for Peanuts (“origi- 
nal” means recycled neo-Ellingtonian har- 
monies heard on the last few albums); 
meanwhile Ellis works variations on 
themes by Guaraldi (on the level of a fu- 
ture concept album where Sonny Rollins 
plays Kenny G?). Although Stanley 
Crouch, apparently the official hagiogra- 
pher of the Marsalis family, credits Ellis 
with “showing us how cartoons can be 
turned into music,” the opposite is sadly 
true. 

A Night at Snug Harbor, New Orleans is 
a different story. Ellis Marsalis, with no 
family members in sight, finds himself in 
the fine company of some hot players. 
Three saxes, together and in various com- 
binations, work exceedingly well. Donald 
Harrison, a former student of Marsalis, has 
never sounded so well-focused on record. 
Tony Dagradi, whose playing in Carla Bley 
was consistently inspired, shines, as does 
Rick Margitza (whose new Hands of Time, 
on Challenge, deserves appreciative atten- 
tion). Nicholas Peyton on trumpet sounds 
young but clever; bassist Bill Huntington 
and drummer David Lee Jr. sound as if 
they’d been around and swinging since jazz 
began. Art Blakey sits in on one tune. This 
album was recorded in 1989 — hard to 
believe it Went unreleased in this country 
till now. 

Not only did Marsalis find himself with a 
great team of musicians, but they let him 
seize the spotlight often. Listen to his af- 
fectionate mutation of phrases from 
Monk’s tunes on “Some Monk Funk.” 
Heed his brilliant composing skills on “Af- 
ter,” a moody parallel to Coltrane’s “Alaba- 
ma.” Get into the uplifting, nearly gospel 
feel of “Nothin’ But the Blues.” On “The 
Very Thought of You,” éVeryone leaves the 
stage, permitting Marsalis to work his 
artistry alone. You’ve never heard such 
depth of quiet at a jazz club in your life. 
And rarely will you hear an old jazz stan- 
dard played with greater invention. You 
can follow the pianist’s line of thinking as 
he constructs a solo with no ego, divine 
fire, without a note wasted. 0 
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It’s the olbum that’s as 
legendary as the mythical 
kingdom from which it 
tokes its name.

*** Julian Cope, 20 MOTHERS 
(American). Seems we've got 
another oddball Julian Cope 
release with all the trimmings. 
Double-length disc with the songs 
divided into four “phases”? Check. 
Drug- and druid-inspired lyrics? 
Check. Song title (“| Wandered 
Lonely As a Cloud”) lifted from 
Wordsworth? Check. Cover photo 
of Cope looking as if he'd crawled 
out from Stonehenge after not 
changing his clothes for a year? 
Check. 

The surprise, however, is that 
this isn't another unfocused epic in 
the mold of 1992’s Jehovakill. It's 
a focused epic, where the copious 
quirks are used in the service of 
Cope’s most accessible writing in 
years. Opening with the countryish 
“Wheelbarrow Man,” the album 
takes in every style Cope’s ever 
tried — from a full-tilt Teardrop 
Explodes-—style rocker (“Try Try 
Try”) to a helping of Mellotron- 
laced psychedelia and a number 
(‘Don't Take Roots”) that sounds 
like one of Pete Townshend's 
disco experiments. And he’s come 
down to earth enough to write an 
affecting lullaby (“I'm Your 
Daddy”), and to pen this line from 
“Highway to the Sun”: “The 20th 
century smokes a 25-cent che- 
root/Lost face of Jesus and Las 
Vegas Bono, I'm tired of you.” It's 
no mean feat to fit a religious 
statement, a bit of music criticism, 
and two great puns all in the same 
couplet.

*** Echobelly, ON (Sony 550). 
England’s Echobelly were one of 
the more promising products of 
the new wave of new wave that 
broke over the British music scene 
last year and washed out in the 
good old United States of Grunge. 
Sonya Aurora Madan's tenacious- 
ly lovely vocals — which were 
sweet enough to frame a line like 
“Won't someone give her a gun” 
as more of a plea then a threat, 
but tough enough to be taken seri- 
ously — got your attention. And 
the guitar interplay between Glenn 
Johansson and ex-Curve noise- 
maker Debbie Smith was sharp 
and melodic enough to keep 
Madan from falling into cloying

Fort Apache producers Sean 
Slade and Paul Kolderie keep 
those churning guitars right up 
front on the new disc.

Brooks Williams's latest is aptly 
titled, given his occasionally cut- 
ting and distinctive slide work; tt 
also evokes the Northampton 
singer/songwriter's sharp sensibili- 
ty, his keen eye for detail, the acu- 
ity of his lyrics, and his incisive 
portraits of life, love, and longing 
— all of which are in evidence on 
his most mature, focused, well- 
rounded effort to date. 

He explores familiar territory 
here: this son-of-a-preacher-man is 
Still. an existential, gothic loner. Even 
his love songs are edgy. But on the 
album's highlight, “Late Night Train,” 
a poignant portrait of a single parent 
beginning a new life in a new town, 
he achieves transcendence through 
empathy, drama, and well-chosen 
imagery (“Beneath your feet a little 
brown case/With pictures and let- 
ters, it was all you could take/You 
like to touch it with the back of your 
heels/Make sure it is there and all 
this is real”). 

Credit producer Colin Linden

(Wergo). Forget Mendelssohn if 
you're looking for the ultimate disc 
of joyful wedding music. This 
selection of klezmer celebrates 
Jewish wedding instrumentals, 
and even if you're not Jewish, 
there’s enough of a gypsy and/or 
Greek influence here to make you 
feel at home. Clarinettist Rubin 
has assembled numbers made 
famous by the legendary clarinet- 
tist Dave Tarras.

In this, his second movie, 
Quentin Tarantino confronts the 
pulp of human experience, of 
pop-cultural detritus, and of his 
own disturbed adolescent 
romantic imaginings and impos- 
es on it the fiction of truth. Don't 
worry; the film is still entertain- 
ing as hell. It's an interweaving 
of three basic stories. A young 
couple — Pumpkin (Tim Roth) 
and Honey Bunny (Amanda 
Plummer) — rob a bank. A pair 
of hitmen — Vincent (John 
Travolta) and Jules (Samuel L. 
Jackson) — drive to their latest 
assignment. They briefly inter- 
sect story number three, in 
which Butch (Bruce Willis), an 
aging palooka, is paid to take a 
dive in his upcoming fight.
